Lord Iddesleigh says heis ignorant of 
the conditions which Russia attaches to 
the recognition of Prince Nicholas, and 
that, as Bulgaria does not favor him, 
England cannot recommend him for the 
throne. In conclusion Lord Iddesleigh 
Bays England is ready to treat with the powers 
vtoncerned by a conference, or exchange of views, 
for the purpose of bringing the Bulgarian difli- 
culty to an adjustment, but that in her opinion 
these negotiations, which ought to be based on 


the treaty of Berlin, should’ precede the choice 
‘of a Prince.

Holt, of 
Holton, 10 miles above Macon, where his father’s 
rich acres followed the Ocmulgee River for many 
a rod and covered the western half of its valley 
from the water to the hills and beyond. The 
new-comer was almost the opposite of Lamar, 
different in taste, and in temperament. He 
courted Henrietta Dean leisurely, backed 
by the influence of his family and 
the parental favor, and with these, to flank 
his personal worth and appearance, he won. 
Time passed, The old romance died out of mem- 
ory. The man who won Henrietta Dean grew 
into the contidence of the business world as he 

zrew in the love of his wife. He became the 

ead and chief of the great Southwestern Rail- 
road and the father of an interesting family, 
The prospect rpon which the old white-columned 
Dean mansion opens soon became filled with the 
smoke of his locomotives, and the President be- 
came wealthy. He decked his pretty wife in 
jewels and silks and established her in a hand- 
some home; but, better than this, he surrounded 
her with a tendér care and a loving ‘devotion as 
earnest as it was natural. There seemed no end 
to the extent of his watchful affection, and 
the woman responded to this. with a nature 
as deep, as earnest, as pure, and a devotion as 
honest as his. 

Lamar turned from his little romance with the 
courage ofa man. He bent his forces tothe mas- 
tery of the law. One day he rode down to Perry, 
Ga.,in Houston County, where Lot Warren was 
holding court in sight of the childhood home of 
Henrietta Dean, and applied for admission to 
the Bar. He passed the examination, and friends 
of his distinguished father, himself of the cir- 
cuit, received him cordially.

In the meantime death had been busy else- 
where. William D. Holt, the successful rival, 
was dead also, his son having preceded him to 
the grave, and his two daughters were mar- 
ried. Under these circumstances one day the 
Secretary of the Interior met his boyhood’s 
sweetheart in this city. She was no longer Hen- 
rietta Dean in appearance, but matronly, with 
snow upon her dark tresses and the soft shadow 
of motherhood and its cares upon her face. But 
her eye was as bright and her smile as sweet as 
of yore, and there was in her voice as she spoke 
something that appealed to him from the buried 
days of their childhood. To understand the re- 
sult one must know and appreciate the Secre- 
tary. In sentiment, in tastes, in his heart, heis a 
boy still, with the same reverence for woman 
and the same romantic temperament behind it 
all. They laughed over old days, exchanged 
sympathies, and the handsome Cabinet officer 
aoe emg renewed his offer just where it had 

roken off more than a generation ago, and 
ayowed the resurrection of the affection which 
seemingly had perished. 

This was the first meeting since death had left 
them single, and the first in many years. He 
also visited her in the White Mountains last 
Summer, and afterward in New-York. It is a 
pleasing feature of this romance from real life 
that the strong power of the man and the im-

She has no taste for the pleasures of a 
fashionable life, but will preside in the Secre- 
tary’s house with a ~~ that must win her 
many friends. Mrs. Lamar’s own family and 
that of her first husband are connected with 
many of the best people of Georgia. Her last 
marriage brings her into relationship with many 
more. The Lamar family is noted in the South 
for its beautiful women and distinguished men. 
It originated in this country from the 
sons of Thomas Lamar, a Huguenot, who 
settled in South Carolina and Maryland. 
Through three generations of Jg¢kns and one of 
L. Q. C.s the Secretary came. His father was a 
brother of the famous poet and President of the 
Texas Republic, Mirabeau Lamar. Mirabgau, 
Lucius Quintillus Cincinnatus, Bolivar, and 
Quiritus, to say nothing of others with American 
cognomens, received their names from an eccen- 
tric relative, Zachariah Lamar, who lived at 
Milledgeville, the old State capital, and whose 
pbject seemed to be to compliment his favorite 
statesmen and warriors by introducing their 
pames into his family. Some others of the 
Lamars have attained fame or distinction. 
John B., aide-dec-amp upon the staff of 
Gen. Howell Cobb, his brother-in-law, was 
killed during the late war at Crompton’s Gap, 
and with him a young relative by the name of 
Jefferson Lamar. Secretary Lamar had two 
brothers killed in the same war, Jefferson, before 
mentioned, and Thomas R., who fell at Peters- 
burg. John H. Lamar, another relative, also 
perished during the conflict. A. R. Lamar, a 
cousin, was Secretary of the Confederate Con- 
gress, and-is now the well known editor of the 
Macon Daily Telegraph. Another relative is 
Lucius M. Lamar, the gallant Colonel of the 
Eighth Georgia, and yet another is Joseph Lamar, 
Postmaster at Savannah. 

Zachariah Lamar may have been stimulated to 
select names for his young kinsmen by the rapid- 
ity with which the inherited ones were doubled 
and trebled. John seemed to be the favorite, 
and to distinguish the cousins, nicknames were 
added. Macon had atone time “‘ White John,” 
“Black John,” (from bis swarthy complexion,) 
Jobn Hill, and John T. Lamar, and near by lived 
* Honest John.” By marriage the Lamars are 
connected with the Cobbs, Bacons, Pattersons, 
Rosses, Longstreets, Jacksons, Chappells, Ran- 
files, McGhees, Pgitherfords, Currys, Cunning- 
hams, Hulls, and Joneses, well known Georgia 
families. The daughter of Gasaway B. Lamar 
is the Duchess d’Auxy, of Belgium. now suing 
in the New-York courts for a part of the South- 
ern property. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The news that 
Secretary of the Interior L. Q. C. Lamar had 
been married at Macon this morning reached 
this city about 1 o’clock to-day and was regarded 
aa of sufficient consequence and public interest 
to be announced upon builetin boards, No one 
was surprised at the news, but not even the 
members of the Secretary’s family knew more 
than that he would like to marry Mrs. Holt and 
that he probably would. The wedding of this 
strangely attached pair relieves a great many of 
the Secretary’s intimate friends of an obligation 
of secrecy that has pesventes them from repeat- 
ing a story that be has confided to each one of 
them with the injunction that it was not to be 
repeated to any one. By thus taking nearly 
everybody into his contidence he has in a meas- 
ure controlled the sources of knowing gossip. 


As long ago as tho last of May, onthe day 
when the President, Postmaster-General Vilas, 
Secretary Endicott, and Secretary Lamar were 
about to leave Washington, the President to 
meet his bride as well as to attend the Decora- 
tion Day exercises, Mr, Lamar told a friend that 
the stories about his having fixed a day tor mar- 
rying were not true. It was a fact that he 
Wished to marry, and that the lady of his choice 
was the one whose name had appeared in many 
newspaper paragraphs. * If it had not been for 
the newspapers,” said he, ‘I think I should have 
been married now.

A GOOD RELIEF BURDAU. 

The committee having charge of the 
Down-town Relief Bureau has issued its fifth 
annual report, showing that during the past 
year a much greater amount of work has been 
done than in 1885, and that the bureau is ona 
firmer financial basis than ever before. The 


bureau thoroughly investigates every case of 
alleged distress that is brought to its notice, and 
relief when bestowed is deserved. In 1885 
the Superintendent made 1,620 visits; 
in 1886 the number was 2,590. The 
amount of money at the disposal of the 
committee in 1885 was $1,836 63, and 
in 1886 it received $3,280 33. Out of 3,736 
persons who tpg for relief in 1885 there were 
aided 3,355, and in 1886 out of 4,043, relief was 
given to 3,550. Many cases of fraud were de- 
tected by the committee, and a number of im- 
postors were arrested and committed to the isl- 
and. Of the 3,550 persons aided 1,552 were 
members of families and 546 were without 
families, Lodgings were furnished to 794 
and meals dispensed to 1,686. In ad- 
dition, 67 were placed where they could have 
regular employment, 136 were given temporary 
employment, and 118 were furnished transpor- 
tation from the city. During the Summer also 
the Superintendent gave former beneficiaries to 
to the number of about 400 the treat of an ex- 
cursion to the seaside.

MORTON'S GAME OF BLUFF 
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CLAIMS WHICH HAVE 
SOLID FOUNDATION. 
SENATOR MILLER’S MANAGERS CONFI- 
DENT OF HIS ELECTION—THE GOV- 
ERNOR’S JUDICIAL APPOINTMENTS. 
ALBANY, Jan. 5.—The Sergeant-at-Arms 
ofthe last two Assemblies, Edward Talbot, of 
Essex County, wasin charge of the Morton head- 
quarters to-day. Mr. Talbot is remembered 
as the one officer of the House who had quite as 
many duties to dischargein the stone lobby of 
the Assembly Chamber as in the vaulted cham- 
ber itself. A dozen Assemblymen met together 
last Sunday and agreed that the agile 
Sergeant must be dropped this year, and dropped 
he was. He is now one of the props of the Mor- 
ton boom. The Morton headquarters could not 
be left in better hands. The Miller headquarters 
were occupied the greater part of the day by 
Senators George B. Sloan and John E. Smith, 
Clerk John W. Vrooman, Congressman Renry G. 
Burleigh, Col. Gus Cook, the Congressman's 


partner, and ex-Consul James Low, of Niagara 
Falls, and his friend Assemblyman Porter. 

A couple of constituents of Mr. Eldridge, the 
Warren County member, having heard that he 
was claimed by the Morton managers, came 
down from Glens Falls to remind him that the 
sentiment of the best men in the county is for 
Miller. 

A curious story is told about the campaign of 
the Warren member which thoroughly illus- 
trates the methods employed by Mr. Morton’s 
agents to capture votes. About a week before 
the election ex-Assemblyman Lorenzo W, Locke, 
of Warren, went to New-York to get aid for the 
county candidates from the Republican State 
Committee. As Chairman Cole was absent, and 
no money could be drawn from the committee's 
bank without his order, Mr. Hackett, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, borrowed the 
check of Mr. Breslin, proprietor of the Gilsey 
House, for $500. This he hunded to Clerk Chick- 
ering, who inclosed it in a letter to Mr. Eldridge, 
which was given to Mr. Locke. Mr. Eldridge got 
the impression from what Mr. Locke told him 
that the State Committee could render him no 
aid, and that the check was a gift from Mr. Mor- 
ton. The money was expended, and Mr. Eldridge 
redeemed a Democratic district. 

Mr. Eldridge never learned the truth about the 
source of the campaign contributions until very 
recently. Hevety naturally believed that he 
was under obligations to the New-York financier, 
and his family have encouraged him to believe 
that he ought to vote for Morton. The senti- 
ment of the best business men of Glens 
Falls is for Miller. All of Mr. El- 
dridge’s intimate friends are for Miller. His 
own employer, Lehman Thompson, the Albany 
lumber merchaut, isa Miller man. It appears 
to be acase of conscience so far as the Warren 
member is concerned. Proofs will be presented 
to him that he is under no more obligations 
to one Senatorial candidate than another 
in this particular instance. Reports are 
in circulation that one or two. other 
checks of smaller amounts, which were drawn 
by Mr. Morton and were destined for campaign 
purposes in Warren County, found their way 
into the pockets of Morton men in that county, 
and there remained. No knowledge is possessed 
of their having been used in the canvass. Per- 
haps Mr. Morton might be enlightened a little as 
to the character of some of his agentsif he in- 
vestigated these rumors himself, 

When the Albany Evening Journal began the 
manufacture of Morten sentiment it announced 
that it had sent out postal cards to its subscrib- 
ers for the purpose of obtaining their prefer- 
ences for United States Senator. Senator Sloan, 
as he sat in the Miller quarters to-day, expressed 
some surprise that he, an old yearly 
subscriber, had been overlooked in _ this 
distribution of favors. Mr. Vrooman cited 
several other Miller subscribers who had been 
similarly neglected. It appears, according to 
the statement of these gentlemen, that the 
postal cards were accompanied by a letter urg- 
ing Mr. Morton's election in the strongest terms. 
Naturally, such Miller men as received these 
documents threw them away, and never paid 
any further attention to the matter. The 
circular was calculated to drive them to 
such a step. The Journal never printed 
many of the replies. Some of them 
were uncomplimentary in the extreme, and had 
a depressing influence upon journalistic enter- 
prise of this character. No reference was ever 
made to the postal which was returned to the 
office filled out as follows: “I am for Edward 
Cooper. I wouldn’t vote for a blank blank Re- 
publican under any circumstances.” The Miller 
men were not surprised when they heard who 
the Democrat was that thus expressed himself 
in response to the Journal's request for a “ frank 
expression of sentiment.” 

The Morton gen have been chafing over 
the misfortunes which attended their attempts 
to control some of the patronage which was 
distributed in the caucus. Every caucus nom- 
inee, beginning with Clerk Chickering, was 
captured by Miller men and their friends. As- 
semblyman Smith, of Orange, a Miller man, 
got the head doorkeeper; Mr. Grippin, of Sara- 
toga, and his Miller man gobbled the first as- 
sistant doorkeeper, while Mr. Ainsworth, of Os- 
wego, wrested the second assistant door- 
keeper from the Morton Assemblyman repre- 
senting Albany. Clerk Chickering is a thick- 
and-thin Miller man. The Miller men 
jumped in and helped the Erie members 
capture the Sergeant-at-Arms and stenographer. 
Not a single acknowledged Morton man got a 
taste of this patronage. Shed Shook claims 55 
votes for Morton, 7 of whom are Senators, 
thus leaving 48 Assemblymen, or 10 more than 
enough to control. The Miller men wink when 
they wonder out aloud that the Morton men 
didn’t take everything to be had in the canvass. 
It is half suspected that Mr. Shook’s figures will 
have to be revised in the interest of logic and ac- 
curacy. 

The Senate is expected to be called upon to de- 
cide a point of vital importance to the Governor 
and the two Supreme Court Judges whom he has 
just apppointed, It is a question whether these 
two offices have been legally filled, and the Sen- 
ate will be justified in giving it consideration 
out of kindness to the Governor as well as to 
his appointees. The Constitution provides that 
until a vacancy shall be filled by election the 
Governor, by and with the consent of the Senate, 
if the Senate shall bein session, or, if not in ses- 
sion, the Governor may appoint to “ fill” such 
vacancy. Good legal authorities hold that two 
acts are required to ‘ fill’ a vacancy; one is an 
appointment by the Governor, the other is 
an ‘acceptance’ by the person appointed. 
The Governor appointed Messrs. May- 
ham, of Schoharie, and Edwards, of 
Columbia, on Monday, Jan. 3, and 
the mails conveying to them their comiissions 
doubtless reached them on the 4th, the day on 
which the legislature met in session. Mr, Ed- 
wards did nut take the oath of office until after 
the Senate was in session on the 4th, and Mr. 
Mayham is understood not to have taken it un- 
tilto-day. Thelaw takes no notice of fractions 
of aday. As there was no acceptance by quali- 
fying before the Senate convened on Jan. 4, the 
point would seem to be well taken that until tle 
two appointees are contirmed by the Senate 
they cannot legally fill the vheancies. 

As an illustration, suppose the Governor 
should appoint “ before” the Senate convened, 
but not notify the appointee until “after,” and 
the latter should then decline; ciearly the Gov- 
ernor could not appoint again without contirma- 
tion by the Senate. The question is understood 
never to have arisen in this State, though it has 
substantially in one other State, where a similar 
provision was made, and there it was held that 
if the vacancy was not filled before the Senate 
convened it could only be filled on confirmation 
by the Senate. If either of the Governor's 
recent appointees, in consequence of not being 
legally appointed, should sentence some poor 
wretch to be hanged, and thus commit murder, 
perhaps Gov. Hill would pardon him and restore 
him to citizenship after conviction before some 
legally organized court. Complications of a seri- 
ous character may follow these two appoint- 
ments of the Governor, which ought to have been 
avoided. Perhaps they would have been, had 
counsel been consulted.

UNION’S BUSINESS. 

. MONTREAL, Jan. 5.—The difficulty be- 
tween the Great Northwestern and the Montreal 
Telegraph Companies continues to be the talk 
of the street, and it is generally believed that the 
delay in paying the dividend isa dodge of the 
Great Northwestern Company to sever its con- 
nection with the Montreal Company. Jay Gould, 
who controlled the Dominion Company, had been 
cutting the rates from 1879 to 1881, and finally,

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to induce the Montreal Company to come in, he ! 


guaranteed them adividend of 8 percent. per 
annum, It was found that the Montreal Com- 
pany had not power under its charter to make a 
lease of this kind, but that a telegraph charter 

| had been granted to the Great Northwestern Tele- 
graph Company, giving it exceptional powers of 
leasing, with the idea that the company was to 
contine its operations to the development of the 
telegraph in Manitoba and the Northwest. This 
charter was secured by Erastus Wiman and his 
friends, and was used for the purpose of leasing 
the Dominion and Montreal Telegraph Com- 
panies, Jay Gould, who owned one-third of, the 
capital stock of the Dominion Company, leased 
the company along with Montreal to the Great 
Northwestern Company. The lease was made 
in 1882,and was for the term of 98 years, but 
Mr, Gould took care at the same time to provide 
that his own company should receive its annual 
dividend at 6 per cent., payable three months in 
advance, the dividend to be paid quarterly in 
the one case and semi-annually in the other. 

During the past quarter the trouble arose be- 
tween the Great Northwestern and the Montreal 
Companies about the latter allowing the Cana- 
dian Pacitic Railway to trespass on their lines, 
but the Montreal Company took no steps what- 
ever to prevent the trespass. This is put for- 
ward as the ostensible reason for the non-pay- 
ment of the dividend. There is, however, a 
clause in the contract which provides that in 
case of a delay of 30 days in paying the divi- 
dend the Montreal Company may resume pos- 
session of its lines and claim payment from the 
Great Northwestern Company up to the time of 
such resumption, the lines to be handed over in 
good order and condition. This, according to 
the interpretation of a gentleman who has made 
a special study of telegraph matters, will enable 
the Great Northwestern Company to throw up 
its agreement with the Montreal Company by 
simply paying the Montreal Telegraph Company 
the last quarter’s dividend, due Jan. 1, and one 
month of the ensuing quarter, now due, equiva- 
lent toa sum of about $10,000. Then the Great 
Northwestern Company’s liabilities with the 
Montreal Company will cease. 

With this done there is nothing, it is thought, 
to prevent the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany from continuing its connection in Canada 
with the Dominion Company, the capital of 
which is $10,000,000, some $400,000 of which 
is held by Mr. Gould, thus leaving the Montreal 
Company to look out for itself. One of the 
Directors of the Montreal Company said that it 
was within his personal knowledge that the 
teapot ofthe Montreal Telegraph Company 

ad been allowed largely to deteriorate, and that 
it was not to-day within many hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars in as good a condition as when 
it was handed over to the Great Northwestern 
Company in 1881. The Great Northwestern 
Company had, hesaid, a nominally paid up cap- 
ital of $500,000, which is supposed to be repre- 
sented by a charter costing some ten thousand 
dollars and some thirty thousand or forty thou- 
sand dollars of telegraph lines erected in Mani- 
toba and the Northwest, which have now been 
rendened eee, useless by the competition 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway. It is said that 
dividend checks had been mailed to out-of-town 
shareholders of the Montreal Telegraph Com- 
pany last Friday, payment of which was subse- 
quently stopped,

The next race will be for the ** Ice Yacht Chal- 
lenge Pennant of America.” Jt is the champion 
flag of the world, and is held by the 
Poughkeepsie Club. ‘The races for it are 
to be sailed in the order in which the 
challenges are received over the annual re- 
gatta course of the club challenged, but if the 
ice on such course be in no proper condition the 
race shall be sailed over the nearest mutual 
course to be selected by the committee appoint- 
ed for this particular race. The challenge first 
to be decided is that of the Hudson River Club. 
Besides the Haze, the big lateen boat Seud will 
defend it against the challengers. By precedent 
the course has been made 10 miles to windward 
and return, making 20 miles in all, the race to 
be made in 1 hour and 15 minutes.

PUZZLES THE DOCTORS. 


Joseph Mauri is a druggist who has been 
doing business in a small way at No. 447 Hicks- 
street, Brooklyn. Though he has persistently 
followed this calling for years he has met with 
little success, and at the present time lives ina 
queer little two-story frame house, indicative of 
anything but affluence, at No. 111 Butler-street, 
Brooklyn. Until quite recently Mr. Mauri had 
lived quietly with his wife and seven healthy 
children, whose ages went in easy gradations 
from 14 years to 20 months. Louis, the 
eldest, worked in a candy store, and helped 
his parents with money, and his brothers and 
sisters with sweetmeats. Then there were Jo- 
seph, aged 12 years; Arthur, aged 10; Alice, 8; 
John, 6; Carrie, 4,and Eugene, 20 montbs old. 
Mrs. Mauri is a stout woman, with a red 
face and lack-lustre eyes, which seem out of 
order with the rest of her appearance. The 
family were apparently happy together. The 


druggist was not able to supply them with lux- 
uries, But they did not want for any of the 
ordinary comforts, and their home was neatly 
furnished with plain, substantial articles. 

Last Thursday Mrs. Mauri sent her second son 
Joseph to stay with his aunt, Mrs. West, in Mon- 
roe-street, to spend the holidays with that rela- 
tive. The other children remained at home and 
prepared to pass New Year’s as only those can 
who have been promised a geod chicken dinner. 
Before the holidays were heralded in, Louis 
brought from his employer's candy store 15 
pounds of candy, five pounds of which he gener- 
ou ly distributed among the children on the up- 
per floor, while the remaining 10 pounds were 
dismissed with alarming rapid y by _ his 
brothers and sisters. When New Year's Day 
cae Joseph Mauri shut *. his drug 
store and staid at home. he chicken 
dinner was a great success. Each of the chil- 
dren partook of the bird as liberally as Mr. and 
Mrs. Mauri permitted. For tea the family ate 
less seasonably. There were some New Year's 
cakes that came from the bakery they were ac- 
customed to patronize; then there were the asu- 
al accompaniments of tea, bread, and butter. 
Mr. and Mrs. Mauri also ate some of the cakes, 
Mrs. Mauri especially finding them particularly 
good and acting in consequence, 

The family retired early and slept well until 1 
o’clock Sunday morning. Mrs. Mauri awoke 
vith a start and ran to the beds of her children, 
who were groaning and crying, turning and 
twisting themselves in all the throes of violent 
pain. Alice, Carrie, John, and Eugene were the 
sufferers. They vomited considerably, cried ont 
that they felt burning sensations in the stomach, 
and complained of severe pains in the back. 
Mr. and Mrs. Mauri were at a loss to 
account for these symptoms, and equally 
unable to relieve them. Arthur = also 
declared that he felt iH, but they were too much 
occupied with the children, whose sufferings it 
was easy to see were intense, to pay very much 
attention to the boy. As soon as she was able to 
do so Mra. Mauri sent for Dr. J. M. Raub, of No. 
295 Clinton-street, less than five minutes’ walk 
from her house. Dr. Raub when he first saw 
the children expressed his undoubted opinion 
that they had been poisoned. Dr. Elias H. 
Bartley and Dr. William E. Griffiths were also 
sent for. They consulted with Dr. Raub, and 
seemed to coincide with his opinion that the 
children had been poisoned. However, so unde- 
cided were the doctors and s0 strange were the 
symptoms shown to them that they were not at 
all sure that the family were not suffering from 
some malignant form of smallpox. Early Mon- 
day morning Mr, Meuri =< a@ postal card 
from Mrs. West,{with whom his son Joseph was 
ssopreak., saying thatthe boy was seriously ill 
and requesting the parents t6 come at once to 
Monroe-street. Mauri delayed his departure for 
Monro¢-street. Home troubles seemed to be 
of more consequence. Early Monday afternoon, 
however, he received a dispatch from Mrs. West, 
telling him tocome at once if he wanted to see his 
son Joseph alive. Mauri went to Monroe-street. 
He found his little 12-year-old son writhing 
in agony on the bed. To the father the @gene of 
course recalled that at home, where His four 
children lay in similar convulsions, r. Wil- 
liam Pierson was seut for. He at once an- 
nounced that young Joseph was suffering from 
inflammation of the bowels. What had 
caused the inflammation he could not 
say. 1t could have been originated py 
lead poisoning, but then_it might have fol- 
lowed from other causes. Joseph had been with 
Mrs. West since Thursday and had consequently 
eaten none of the things of which his brothers 
and sisters had partaken. He escaped the New 
Year’s cakes and the chicken. Dr. Pierson de- 
clined to allow Mauri to remove hisson. The 
father staid by the bedside all that afternoon 
and all that night. On Tuesday the boy died. 

The father returned to his home, There he 
said that matters were growing worse with 
alarming rapidity. The doctors seemed able to 
do nothing. They prescribed medicines for the 
suffering children, but all seemed of no avail. 
Mrs. Mauri was the least disturbed of any one. 
Yhough she was indefatigabie in her efforts, sha 
was perfectly self-possessed. At1 o'clock yes- 
terday morning the baby, Eugene, died in her 
arms in violent: convulsions. Shortly before he 
died he vomited blood and it was impossible to 
satisfy his thirst. In the meantime, however, the 
father was beginning to experience some unpleas- 
antsymptoms. He wasin the house yesterday 
when his baby died, and when the time came to 

et up he found himself unable to doso. He 

ad violent pains in the back, the abdomen, and 
the loins, and was seized with vomiting. At 
noon yesterday he was delirious, and calling 
out in a loud voice that he was burning inside. 
His sufferings were awful to see. One moment 
he was shrieking and the next calling upon 
death to take him. Afterward he became some- 
what quieter, and Mrs. Mauri was able to turn 
her attention to her son John, who was as vio- 
lently illas his father. At 1 o’clock yesterday 
John died in @¢xactly the same manner as the 
others had done. His skin was noticed to be 
somewhat broken out into a slight rash. 

Dr. Raub declined to grant burial permits for 
any of the children, claiming that the matter 
must be investigated. Health Commissioner 
Andrew Otterson went to the house yesterday 
afternoon, and was there when the bodies of the 
children® were taken to the Morgue. He was 
singularly reticent on the subject when seen at 
his house last night. “I can say nothing about 
the matter. It will be judicially investigated, 
and people must wait untilthen. I don’t think 
it is proper to speak about the case.” Why it 
wasn’t proper Dr. Otterson was unable to say. 

Dr. J. Fred Moore, of Pacitic-street, who was 
also called in, said last night that the disease 
might be a pestilential or pernicious fever. He 
thought that the condition of Arthur, Carrie, 
Alice, and Louis, who are all sick at the present 
time, was somewhat different to that of the chil- 
dren who had died. The symptoms of the dead 
children were certainly more - like a 
than those who were’ now suffering. r. 
Moore declined to express any decided 
opinion, preferring to await the action of the 
Coroner. Two weeks before New Year’s one of 
the children suffered from an eruption, which 
covered the entire body with small water blis- 
ters. Mr. and Mrs. Mauri were frightened, and 
had two of the children vaccinated. The erup- 
tion disappeared in due course, and the event 
was almost forgotten by the family. 

Dr. Raub, who was the first physician called in, 
said last night that he had examined a portion of 
the chicken left from the New Year’s dinner. 
In his opinion it was sour. He declined to give 
any decided opinion as to the case, declaring that 
the Coroner would decide everything. The case 
was only reported at Police Headquarters yes- 
terday. Coroner Rooney will make a post 
mortem examination at the Morgue to-morrow 


morning.

FOUND HACKED TO PIECES. 


A MILKMAN KILLED AND HIS BODY 
FOUND HORRIBLY MUTILATED. 

Boston, Jan. 5.—The finding of the bun- 
dle of bloody clothes on a lonely Lexington 
road, detailed in THE Times this morning, was 
the first step in unearthing a crime surpassing 
iu horror and mystery the Charlies River 
tragedy of a year or more ago. The general im- 
pression on finding the clothing was that a huge 
practical joke had been perpetrated on the 
small police force of Lexington. This im- 
pression was heightened by the failure 
of the police to find any further traces of crime 
last evening. This morning, however, while 
Farmer L. I. Brooks, of Lincoln, was riding to 
Lexington at a desolate portion of the road at 
least a mile from any dwelling, he saw some- 
thing which at first looked like a gigantic snow- 
ball a short distance beyond the stone wall that 


skirted the road. A nearer view revealed the 
ghastly head of a man, mutilated in a shocking 
manner, 

The head had apparently been severed from 
the trunk by a tremendons blow with an axe or 
some sharp, heavy instrument, delivered from 
behind. One ear hung by w shred, and from the 
mouth around almost to the orifice of the ear 
was a deep cut, while upon various other parts 
of the head there were no less than 15 incisions. 
The brains were oozing out, and the skull was 
battered out of almost any resemblance to a hu- 
mar. head.- The hair was of a light brown color, 
with a slight mustache of the same hue. Turn- 
ing away, Farmer Brooks saw a naked arm 
glistening in the snow a few feet away. This, 
too, had.been severed from the trunk in a bung- 
ling mauner. He stayed to see no more but 
jumped into his pung and drove to Lexington 
Centre to notify the Selectmen gf his my nteg 5 

Searching parties at once set’ out to hunt for 
the remainder of the mutilated corpse. The old 
Lincoln road soon presented asingularly animat- 
ed spectacle, as everything thatthe town could 
boast of inthe way of runners or wheels was 
hurried tothe spot. The country around was 
scoured by scores of searching parties, and about 
a mile from the spot where the tirst portions of 
the body were found, lying among tangled bashes 
behind a stone wall. Saville and William 
Bucher found the missing trunk and the 
right leg of the murdered man. These 
aiso were horribly chopped and mutilated. 
The left leg, which had been hacked from the 
body, could not be found. The body, when 
gathered together preparatory to transpor- 
tation to the town, presented a sight that was 
sickening and horrible in the extreme. The one 
opinion was that only an insane man could have 
been guilty of such atrocity. Partially covering 
the trunk was @ piece of canvas, apparently 
torn trom the top of a covered wagon and used 
to wrap around the body in transportation. Ev- 
erything found was soon carried to Lexington 
aud placedin care of the medical examiners, 
who decided to hold the autopsy to-morrow. 

The murdered man was of muscular build, but 
his head was exceedingly small. His features 
were reguiar. His hair, which is of a light 
brown, almost chestnut color, was inclined to 
curl slightly, and seemed to be very thick. He 

ad a heavy mustache, lighter in hue than his 
hair. He was apparently a fine-looking person 
physieally. His left arm seemed to be smirched 
with grime as of a blacksmith, painter. or tan- 
ner, and the lines of the hand and under the 
finger nails were filled with a black substance. 
He could not have been less than 5 
feet 8 inches in height. Detectives from Boston 
and members of the State police were soon on 
the ground, but not until late this afternoon was 
the slightest clue obtained of the crime and its 

erpetrators. Certain indications led the detect- 
ves to beheve that the crime was committed 
early yesterday morning, and their theory was 
in line with information received from the police 
of Somerville. This information points to George 
A. Codman, of Somerville, as the victim. He 
was a young, unmarried man, boarding on Mills- 
rg in that city, and engaged-in peddling 
milk. 

Yesterday forenoon, according to the story 
told by one Nowlan, who worked for Codman, 
the latter had his horse harnessed into a sleigh, 
and said he was going off and did not know 
when he should return. He direeted Nowlan to 
get all the money there was in the box that was 
carried on a milk team, end also his coat. Cod- 
man then drove off in his sleigh witha strange 
man. Hehas not been heard from since. The 
clothes found in Lexington correspond with the 
descriptions of those worn by Codman. 
A servant in the family where Codman 
boarded says that she mended his mittens a 
few days ago with bedticking. A pair of mittens 
mended in this way were found in the bundle of 
bloody clothing. He wore also when he left 
home a cap, cardigan jacket, and a reefer coat, 
which also corresponds with the articles found. 
Those who saw Codman drive away had never 
before seen the stranger that was with him. 
Sergt. Dow, of the Somerville police, went to 
Lexington this evening, and at once identified 
the mangled remains and the clothing as those 
of the missing milkman. 


BY FIRE. 


The Baptist parsonage at Chester Hill, 
Mount Vernon, occupied by the Rey. T. M. Col. 
well, was burned to the ground Yesterday .0rn- 
ing. It was discovered on fire at about 2 o’clock 
by Mrs. Colwell, when it had already made good 
headway, and the smoke drove ‘the family, 
partially dressed, out of doors. Lizzie Carter, a 
servant, nade her escape by jumping froma 
third-story window, and received severe injuries. 
The cause of the tire is supposed to have been a 
defective flue. The loss is about $10,000; in- 
sured, The building wos owned by the Rev. Mr. 
Burlingham, of this city. 


A fire which broke out in Corning, N. Y., 
at 11 o'clock Tuesday nizht destroyed the Brown 
Block, athree-story brick building. The first floor 
was occupied by the Post Office; Champeney 
Brothers, dry goods; John 8. Earl, books, and 
Stern Brothers, dry goods. The oceupants of 
the second and third floors were, Mrs. T. Clark, 
millinery; Michael Powers, tailor; F. T. Tread- 
well, photographer, and C. D, Sill, insurance 
agent. The rear wall fell while 10 firemen were 
in the building. They had a miraculous escape. 
The total loss is $60,000. Twenty bags of mail 
were saved from the Post Office, 


A fice Tuesday night destroyed a pas- 
senger and a baggage car on the Lehigh and 
Hudson River Railroad at Belvidere, N. J. Three 
employes were asleep in the cars when the fire 
broke out, and they barely escaped with their 
lives and lost a portion of their clothing. The

BANKER J. R. T. BROWN. 
HOW HE LIVED IN THIS CITY BY PASs- 
ING WORTHLESS CHECKS, ANNOYED 

HIS PARENTS, AND FLED. 


Ex-Banker J. R. T, Brown having vie- 
timized a large constituency in this.city and 
Brooklyn, but particularly in Brooklyn, is, ac- 
cording to a Pittsburg dispatch, now engaged in 
swindling provincials. Brown has had a very. 
rapid career. Heis not more than 30 years of 


age, yet. within 10 years he has spent at lenst 
$25,000 that he didn’t earn. He is tall, dark 
complexioned, and good looking. His manners 
are plausible in the extreme, He always man- 
aged to Seer nanomely a6 Bie father footed 
the tailors’ .

termed “life.” He liked fast soupy, pect es 
Was his boast that he invariably kept his end up 
while with the “ boys,” no matter if some 
else were compelled to supply the funds. He 
was the darling of his mother, who is the second 
wife of the senior member of the Brooklyn firm 
of Brown & Patterson, iron founders. His step-

About a year ago Brown blossomed forth as a 
banker at No. 234 Broadway under the title of 
J.R.T, Brown & Co. He rented offices on the 
second floor and furnished them most 
ly. urchased two large safes from 

y gave a four months’ draft in 
He gave the draft as J. R. T. Brown, an 
ly aceepted it as J. R. T. Brown & Co. 
stationery was of a quality to give him standing 
in the community, and upon his checks, drafts, 
and noteheads appeared an engraving of the 
building in which his offices were si 

Very few young men, indeed, cut a wider 
swathe than ker Brown, and the celerit 
with which he would whip out a check- 
book and attach his signature thereto in pay- 
ment of any little bill he might have contracted 
during an evening filled his companions with 
admiration. It erally filled the man to whom 
the check was given with wrath, for when it waa 
presented to J, R. T. Brown & Co. for pay- 
ment the Cashier was of necessity 
to say, “No funds,” or words to that effect. 
He only been in business a few months be- 
fore checks and drafte signed by him poured in 
upon the firm ina stream that augured a fair 
term of imprisonment. , 

Brown was married and had achild. His wife 
was & member of a very able family of 
McKeesport, Penn. They lived in Bedford-ave- 
nue, Brooklyn. The house was beautifully fur- 
nished by Brown's parents, who promised ta 
give him the house also if he conducted himseli 
propezly. He promised to doso. He soon tired 
of living with his wife, and secured apart 
ments elsewhere. These were shared, Tt ia 
said, be ® woman named Gertie Whelan, 
who had been cashier in Dieter’s Hotel in Ful- 
ton-street. Whenever he required money, which 
was continually, he gave this woman a check or 
adraft which she would induce some of her 
friends to cash. He resorted to this method oi 
raising the wind after he had victimized all his 
own friends. Among the people whom the Whe 
lan wees eee in thie way was her former 
employer, Mr. Dieier. He asked her if the 
check was good and she replied: ‘* Of course, he’s 
a vich New-York banker.” An army of tradesmen 
were duped in this way, and Brown only escaped 
imprisonment through the aid of bis parents, 
who, rather than see the scamp sent to prison, 
paid all demands upon them. They were often 
advised by friends to allow the law to take its 
course, as in no other way could the scoundrel 
beinduced to change his course, but were tod 
softt-bearted todo so. Brown proved his uttez 
worthiessness by taking his mistress to his home 
@3 a companion for his wife. 

Although the fellow’s assurance in some re 
spects was unparalleled, he was too cowardly te 
ever face his ¢reditors, and, ak one of them said 
last night, would sooner crowd through a knot- 
hole than meet a man to whom he owed money. 
Occasionally, however, he would meet several 
creditors waiting for him en his arrival at his 
oftice of a morning. Atsuch time he would as- 
sume his most magnificent air and explain that 
he had been detained in trying the speed of a 
pair of trotters he had just purchased. This style 
of explanation Mr. Brown termed “ adead biuft.”” 
But even “dead bluffs” soon become a glut 
in his market, and the dollars grew very scarce 
with him. He raised a few coins by giving a 
mortgage on his office furniture to a near 
relative. Again he staved off the evil day br 
begging a little further assistance from his 
parents. When .all the sources of | _renue 
seemed to dry up he attempted to swiniile the 
relative who had helped him by disposing of 
his office furniture. He had a track at the 
door early one morning, but his plan was 
spoiled by the janitor of the building. With 
the exception of this particnlar morning 
Brown had not been at his banking office 
for six weeks prior to the end of 
the year. His clerks were unable to find 
him, though all of them were anxious to see him 
for personal reasons, Two of them, the sons of 
well-to-do parents, had se Brown for the priy- 
flege of entering his “ banking establishment.” 
One of them id $500 and the other $600 for 
the privilege. This money has siuce been re- 
funded by Brown’s stepfather. Brown only left 
Brooklyn when the town became too hot for 
him. Noone wko knows him believes that he 
had much money, but everybody is satisfied that 
~ aout a large stock of blank cheeks and 

atts. 

When he left Brooklyn he was accompanied by 
awoman. A Pittsburg dispatch says that on 
Wednesday of last week he engaged rooms at 
the Home Hotel. He registered as J. R. T. 
Brown, and registered his companion as Miss 
Gertie W. Brown. On the foilowing day 
the couple removed to the Monongahela 
House, where Brown registered the wom- 
an as ‘* Robinson.” They left the Monon- 
gahela House on Monday in search of 
private quarters. According to a@ McKees- 
port paper Brown was ejected from a 
hotel there for nonpayment of his bill, and 
that he victimized Jesse Dewes by ising 
hima sight draft for $34 on Brown ‘atter- 
son. Dewes refused to prosecute Brown on ac- 
count of his wife’s parents, who live at McKees- 
port.

rown said last night that he did not feel certain 
the fellow wasn'tinsane.

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THE WORKINGMEN’S FREE READING 
ROOM AND LIBRARY. 

The Free Reading Room and Library at 
No. 135 Greenwich-street, in the First Ward, has 
beenin existence for nearly 22 years. It was 
established for the benefit of the workingmen 
and residents of the lower portion of the city. 
It has been the most successful public reading 
room of the kind ever opened in the city. The 
library is free and the books circulated through- 
out the neighborhood. About 1,000 volumes are 


upon its shelves. It is open on Sundays from 3 
o’clock until10 P. M. During the Winter enter- 
tainments of an excellent character are provided 
weekly. Nocharge is made for admission and 
the attendance is limited only by the number 
that can be accommodated.

A WEEK’S FLOUR PRODUCTION. 

MINNEAPOLIS. Minn., Jan. 5.—The North- 
western Miller says: “The weck’s flour product 
was 105,550 barrels, averaging 15,097 barrels a 
day, against 117,490 barrels the preceding week, 
and 98,050 barrels the correspondjng time in 
1885. The water pool for two-thirds of the run- 
ning time, which was formed Dec. 22, was 
broken at noon to-day. As it is, however, nobody 


can do effective work, and provided the water 
power company does not enforce the sixteen 
hour clause of leases, it is quite likely that those 
concerned will soon be willing to enter intoa 
new deal on some basis. There has been an act- 
ive demand for flour and everydody is making 
extra efforts to get out all that is possible, all the 
engines, e- ven in number, being utilized to their 
fullest extent to furnish power for 10,000 bar- 
rels daily. The week’s product will reach 100,- 
000 barrels or over, though the water power is 
not good. Some of the larger firms store their 
flour to a small extent, the greater part’ being 
bakers’, in sacks. The market is in a healthy 
condition, and prices firm and fair.”

The President’s nomination of JAMES 
CuRRAN, of Maryland, to be. Supervising 
Inspector of Steam Vessels for the Third 
District, which extends from Baltimore to 
the Gulf of Mexico, isa distinctrebuke to 
the arrogant pretensions of Senator Gor- 
MAN. Mr.CURRAN was appointeto this place 
last year, but as he refused to appoint 
two of GorMman’s Baltimore “ heelers” as 
Inspectors, that eminent spoils Senator, 
according to the general belief, prevented 
his confirmation in the Senate. He has. 
cused his utmost powers of persuasion with 
the President to induce him to sendin an- 
other name than CuRRAN’s, but the Pres- 
ident- was not to be persuaded. This 
incident will be disheartening .not only 
to Senator GoRMAN but to many generous 
opponents of the Administration-who daily 
pray that the influence over appointments 
of this model statesman, and suchias he, may. 
increase. 


Tho American Free Trade League has sent 
a New Year's letter to the Hon. WILLraM R. 
Morrison, to which we have no doubt he 
will give attention. It is signed by repre- 
sentatives from -New-York, Connecticut, 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, and,other States, 
and cannot but carry weight. The point of 
the letter is in an urgentappeal to Mr. Mor- 
RISON not only‘to repeat his motion for the 
consideration of tariff reform, but to cause 
it to be clearly understood that opportunity 
will be offered forthe division of the bill 
proposed in Committee of the Whole, and 
for the consideration ef separate measures 
of revenue reform as separate bills in the 
‘House. The league-sustains this appeal by 
arguments that are sufficiently familiar and 
that are unanswerable. 

————————— 

It is possible, of course, that the objection 

of Senator Coxr, of Texas, to considering 
at once the bill to grant the widow of Gen. 
LOGAN an annual pension of $2,000 was en- 
tirely one of conscience. In that case the 
Senatoris entitled to allthe more credit for 
‘an opposition so ungracious and so liable to 
be misconstrued as an ebullition of spite. 
The case of Gen. LOGAN’s widow is much 
like that of Gen. Hancock’s widow in 
respect to the military services of the 
soldiers whom it is intended to honor, and 
tothe absence of any adequate provision 
made by themselves for their families. The 
present case is in one respect even stronger. 
Gen. LOGAN’S widow would stand in no 
need of the bounty of the Nation if her hus- 
band had chosen to trade upon his official 
opportunities. The families of less scrupu- 
lous Senators are secure from want, and, 
however good Senator COKE’s motives may 
be, it is to be regretted that any-voice should 
be raised in Congress against a measure 
which commends itself so strongly to the 
country. 


No doubt the fixing upon the 4th of 
March as the date for the inauguration of 
the President entails several inconven- 
iences. The chief of these is the “short 
session” caused by the termination of Con- 
gressional terms at the same time. The 
last Tuesday in April, proposed by the joint 
resolution that passed the Senate last Sum- 
mer, would be an improvement so far as it 
goes. It does not go far enough, and Mr. 
Cratn’s proposition for an amendment 
to the Constitution by which a 
Congress shall expire with the year 
is preferable, Now a Congress possibly 
discredited in November sits until March, 
whereas the new Congress should evidently 
meet as soon after its election as is feasible. 
There is no reason why the same rule 
should not be applied to the Presidential 
office. This would save every four years 
the Winter of intrigue, importunity, and 
cabal by which a President-elect is jaded 
and harassed before his term of office has 
begun. 





The Board of Engineers on Fortifications 
and River and Harbor Improvements has 
made to the Secretary of War an unfavora- 
ble report on the bridge over the Arthur 
Kill as proposed hy the plan of the Staten 
Istand Rapid Transit Company. The report 
gays that the amount of freicht pass- 


‘ing the proposed site of the bridge 

approaches 6,000,000 tons annually, 
most of it in large tows, five vessels wide 
and eight long, and occupying a space of 
100 to 125 feet wide and 800 feet long. 
With an opening bctween the piers of only 
200 feet the bridge would be a serious ob- 
stacle to this traffic, and would greatly in- 
crease its cost. The height of the pro- 
posed bridge would also be _ insuffi- 
cient. The engineers recommend a 
bridge at the site selected with a 
clear channel opening of not less than 450 
feet and a height of 50 feet. This would 
add considerably to the cost, but a railroad 
company should certainly not be permitted 
to obstruct seriously the navigation of what 
the Board of Engineers declares to be ‘‘ one 
of the great waterways of this country and, 
indeed, of the world.” 


AAAS ATOPIC IN 


It is a striking proof of the change in 
feeling wrought since last Angust on the 
Texas side of the Rio Grande that the recent 
massing of troops in Chihuahua does not 
provoke a cry that the Mexicans are about 
to invade us. The concentration is sup- 
posed to be due rather to fears of a local re- 
bellion. The truth is thatit might be due 
to any one of several causes. It could be 
made with a view to dispatching troops to 
the Yaqui war in Sonora, It could be a 
political move, the strength of the opponents 
of Diaz and his adherents being greatest in 
the Northern States. It might be based 
on some information of the filibustering 
schemes still occasionally heard of in Texas 
and New-Mexico. But the supposition of 
another attempt at rebellion will, it must 
be confessed, suffice without searching 
further for explanations, as several weeks 
have elapsed since the last attempt was 
made. 


CALNE STR NOTE OAT ENON LTE IEE 

The annual report of the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction contains some 
interesting statistics. The school popula- 
tion of the State was 1,480,761 in 1870, 
1,641,173 in 1880, and 1,735,073 in 1886. 
The average daily attendance last year was 
625,813, against 573,089 in 1880 and 484,- 
705 in 1870. The whole number of teachers 
employed is 31,325, the number employed 
for 28 weeks or more being 22,240 for 1886, 
against 20,597 in 1880 and 17,437 in 1870. 
The average salary paid to teachers has in- 
creased from $369 56 in 1880 to $409 27. 
The total amount paid to teachers last year 
was $9,102,268 77, the total expense of 
common schools being $13,284,986 64, and 
the aggregate amount expended under au- 
thority of the State for educational pur- 
poses, $13,986,834 08. Of the expense for 
common schools, $7,878,597 30 was in cities 
and $5,406,389 34 in towns. The total 
value of school houses and sites in the 
State is $35,662,084, of which $28,508,511 
is in cities. Notwithstanding these large 
and apparently favorable figures it appears 
that only 59 per cent. of the school popula- 
tion attended public schools during the 
past year, against 62 per cent. in 1880 and 
69 per centin 1870. The number in public 
and private schools and academies is set 
down as only 68 per cent. of those of school 
age. This indicates that there is some- 
thing the matter with the enforcement of 
the Cempulsory Education act, 


HILL AND MUNICIPAL RE 
FORM. 

Gov. Hiz1’s professions in regard to re- 
formin the Municipal Government of this 
city have always been good, and his actions 
have almost invariably belied his profes- 
sions. He renews his recommendation to 
the Legislature in behalf of a Spring elec- 
tion bill. Atthe end of the last session a 
bill providing for Spring elections was left 
in his hands and he vetoed it. His excuse 
was that it also provided for the election of 
the Aldermen on a general ticket by a 
plan which would secure minority repre- 
sentation by the cumulative method of 
voting. The election of Aldermen on a gen- 
eral ticket would be certain to elevate and 
improve the character of that board, and 
this provision was of itself an important 
measure of reform. But if the Aldermen 
were to be elected in that way, there should 
most certainly be some means of securing 
representation of the minority, and the 
cumulative vote does this most effectually. 
The Governor himself suggests a method 
of choosing delegates at large to the Con- 
stitutional Convention which would leave 
twelve to be elected by minorities outside 
of the regular parties. We see no way in 
which this could be made effective except 
by the privilege of cumulative voting. 
If the object is simply to secure the most 
complete representation of the people wesee 
no reason why the same principle should 
not be applied in choosing Aldermen. 

The Governor says now that in revising 
the charter of the city there should be an 
absalute guarantee of “ complete local self- 
government.” No Governor of the State 
has ever interfered half so much with the 
local self-government of the city as Mr. 
Hirt. Last year he was a party to 
a scheme by which politicians in 
the Legislature attempted to  inter- 
fere to an outrageous extent with 
the control and management. of mu- 
nicipal affairs. One feature of this 
scheme was the Aqueduct bill, which he 
approved, removing the Mayor and Con- 
troller, the two municipal officers most 
closely identified with the material and 
financial interests of the city, from the 
board having charge of the construction of 
the new aqueduct, and putting in their 
place four Commissioners appointed at 
Albany, two of whom were not residents of 
this city. This was promoting local self- 
government with a vengeance. 

Gov. Ht also says “the Mayor should 
have absolute power of removal for cause 
of all department officials appointed by 
him, and such removal should not be sub- 
ject to the approval of the Governor.” This 
is most sound doctrine, but it is pertinent 
to inquire why during the last year he 
stood obstinately in the way of the Mayor's 
exercise of the power of removal for 
cause. Mayor GRACE removed two Excise 
Commissioners on grounds that plainly 
showed that he had cause enough for 
doing so. Although he presented the evi- 
| dences of dereliction which he had col- 
| jected, the Governor did not accept his 
, judgment, but sent a special Commissioner

here from the interior of the State to go 
over the ground again, and then he delayed 
action until the terms of the Excise Com- 
missioners had expired. His motives at the 
time appeared to be to promote a political 
effort to take away from the Mayor even 
the appointment of the successors of those 
Commissioners, though he finally concluded. 
that it would not be politic to give effect to 
that attempt. Last June the Mayor at- 
tempted to remove the President of the 
Board of Health for most serious cause, 
touching his official integrity. The Governor 
prevented him from doing so, and to this day 
has failed to pass upon the charges which 
he himself admits it ought not to have been 
necessary to send to him. 

Aside from these inconsistencies the Gov- 
ernor makes at least two suggestions in re- 
gard to revision of the charter which are 
distinctly hostile to municipal reform. He 
says that the terms of office of the heads of 
city departments ‘‘should be co-extensive 
with that of the Mayor and no longer.” The 
efficiency of the heads of administrative 
departments depends largely upon experi- 
ence and acquaintance with their duties, 
and stability of tenure is necessary to in- 
duce competent men to take up and con- 
tinue in those duties. The city should 
have the benefit of trained competency 
and tried integrity in those offices, and the 
incumbents should have the incentive af- 
forded by a continuance of the service so 
long as it is faithfully performed. With 
the power of removal for cause any Mayor 
can make the changes which the good of 
the service demands, and he should not 
have the temptation for overturning an ef- 
ficient system which would be presented by 
the expiration of terms when he comes in. 

The Governor also says that ‘‘many of- 
fices now appointive (sic) should beelective,” 
but he does not specify them. This follows 
immediately upon the declaration that the 
Mayor should be vested with more exten- 
sive powers, that departments should be 
single-headed, that the terms of office of 
“such department officials,’ meaning 
the single heads, should be co-exten- 
sive with that of the Mayor, im- 
plying, at least, that they are to be 
his appointees, and that the Mayor should 
have the absolute power of removal. It is 
not to be presumed that he would have sub- 
ordinate officers in the departments elective. 
What does he mean, then, by saying that 
‘“‘many offices now appointive should be 
elective”? The multiplication of elective 
offices is precisely what plays the most 
mischief with municipal service and affords 
petty politicians their opportunities for cor- 
rupt deals and bargains. 

The Governor would have the revision of 
the charter made by 2 commission, presum- 
ably appointed by himself. In excusing 
himself for vetoing the reform provisions of 
the Spring Election bill last June he said 
that a Constitutional Convention was likely 
to be held this year, and if these changes 
were desirable they might be secured 
through an amendment to the Constitution. 
“This,” he said, ‘is the safest and easiest 
course, and would relieve the sit- 
uation from all serious legal compli- 
cations”! Why would it not be well, 
then, to wait and see what the Constitu- 
tional Convention will do to clear the way 
for municipal reform? "When the lines have 
been laid down for charter making for cit- 
ies, as we trust they will be, it will be time 
to provide for framing a charter for this 
city to conform to those lines, and the less 
the present Governor of the State has to do 
with it the better. 


THE THREE CANDIDATES. 

The adjournment of the Legislature for 
one week gives the Senatorial candidates 
an opportunity to review their forces and to 
make their final dispositions for the actual 
battle. For each of the three principals and 
for their agents it will be a week of pain- 
fully hard thinking, of alert watchfulness, 
and of unlimited use of the arts of per- 
suasion. 

This stage of the contest opens with Sen- 
ator MILLER visibly leading, both in 
numbers andin the character of his sup- 
porters. He has received a notable rein- 
forcement in the person of Judge ROBERT- 
SON, aman of great experience and useful- 
ness in political struggles of this kind. 
It is now known, moreover, that 
Speaker HusTeD is to be reckoned 
among the supporters. of Senator MILLER— 
at least it is known so far as any knowledge 
or presumption may be had concerning a 
gentleman of such a various and versa- 
tile mind as the present Speaker. It is 
not to be supposed that Mr. Hustep in- 
tends to use his influence in Senator Mir- 
LER’s behalf further than to cast his vote 
that way when the time shall come. But 
the apparently well founded reports which 
credit, him with this intention will 
carry material aid and comfort to the Miller 
ranks by setting at rest the disquieting sus- 
picion that the Speaker had somehow been 
enticed over to the Morton camp, in which 
it was feared he would be perniciously 
active. 

Mr. Morton holds the second place and is 
not gaining. His cause already suffers from 
the unequivocally bad character of his sup- 
port. Among the men who have been influ- 
ential in making him a prominent candi- 
date for the United States Senate 
are several whose continued activity in 
politics is a discredit and a menace to the 
Republican Party in the State of New- 
York. Their unworthy aims and unscrupu- 
lous ways have weakened and divided 
the party in the past, and the manner 
in which they have gone about their 
present task has put intelligent and 
reputable members of the party in 
no kindly frame of mind toward them 
or their candidate. The contrast be- 
tween the attitude of ‘the people of the 

State toward Mr. MorToN and their atti- 
tude toward Senator MILLER has not passed 
unnoticed, and no competent ob- 
server has been deceived by the at- 
tempts of Mr. Morron’s managers, by 
petitions and otherwise, to make it seem 
that there was something like a popular 
demand for his election to the Senate—a 
demand comparable to the unmistakable 
and strong sentiment manifested in va- 
tious parts of the State in favor of Sen- 
ator MILLER. 


all 


least fortunate outcome of the Senatorial 
contest, so far as the interests of the 
Republican Party are concerned, would 
be the success of Mr. PLatr’s en- 
deavor to make Mr. Morton Senator. 
We hear less than we did about the uniting 
and uplifting effect upon the party of Mr. 
MorTon’s election. Those Republicans who 
are capable of taking thought about the 
future see the possibility of no union, 
harmony, or new life under such lead- 
ership as Mr. PLATT’s success would impose 
upon the party, but only strife, division, 
and death. Perhaps Judge’ RoBERTSON 
is right in his assertion that the 
re-election of Senator MILLER would 
be ‘‘for the best interests of the Re- 
publican Party.” But it seems to us in- 
evitable that much soreness and factional 
hostility should follow the success of either 
of the two leading candidates, each of whom 
is strong enough to make a most determined 
fight. Every Republican knows what is the 
usual consequence of a determined fight of 
this kind. 

It seems to us that for the interest not 
only of the Republican Party, but of the 
State of New-York, the happiest issue of 
the contest would be the election of 
Mr. Hiscock. We do not know that 
this is to be hoped for, but Mr. 
Hiscock is undoubtedly a ‘‘ good third,” 
and though it is not now possible to esti- 
mate very accurately the number of his sup- 
porters, yet he has enough, it seems, 
in the event of a very close con- 
test between the leading candidates, 
to give him the prospective mastery 
of the situation. His friends will use, no 
doubt, with considerable effect the argument 
that his election would engender no fac- 
tional strifes or heartburnings in the party. 
So far as we know, Mr. Hiscock has no 
political enemies, and as his election 
would naturally be the result of a 
union in his support of a part of the forces 
of both Mr. MILLER and Mr. Morron, there 
would be no great danger of any factional 
feeling surviving the contest. But the 
main argument for Mr. Hiscock is one 
which we have frequently stated—that 
the long experience and marked abil- 
ity which have made him the leader of 
the Republican minority in’ the House 
of Representatives have demonstrated his 
fitness to serve his State in the upper 
branch of Congress, as well as_ his 
claim to such honors and recognition 
as’ long and intelligent service usually 
brings. What chance there may be for hope- 
fully urging Mr. Hiscock’s candidacy can 
be known only when the Legislature has re- 
assembled and the respective strength of 
the two leading candidates has been more 
definitely shown. 


CANADA’S NEW FISHERY LAW. 
Some absurd dispatches have recently 


‘been published representing the Dominion 
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L It is already evident, we think. that the | existing fisherv law of 1870 the only offense 


authorities as much disturbed lest they 
acted unlawfully in confiscating the High- 
land Light before the royal assent had been 
affixed to the new Fishery act. The offense 
of which Capt. RyDER was guilty has really 
been punishable by confiscation for many a 
year under laws unquestionably authorized 
by the treaty of 1818. Even the new Fish- 
ery act, proclaimed within a few days 
at Ottawa, follows the language of the 
old statute in all that part of it which 
relates to foreign vessels fishing within a 
marine leagueof the Canadian coast. Until 
the new act went into force the one for 
which it is a substitute remained valid. 
Hence, the Highland Light, which, as proved. 
by the voluntary written confession of her 
Captain, was engaged in fishing one and a 
quarter miles from the shore, was liable to 
seizureand condemnation under the old act 
asunderthenew. Itis impossible that the 
Dominion authorities can be in doubt about 
the validity of their action in the case of 
this schooner. 

But there is a point of greater importance 
than the one which occasioned this singular 
blunder in the dispatches. The essential 
difference between the new act and the one 
of sixteen years ago, which it amends, con- 
sists in the introduction of a clause which 
applies the penalty of confiscation to an of- 
fense not brought within the purview of the 
previous act. The law of 1870 amending 
that of 1868 prescribed the forfeiture of 
any vessel, with her stores and cargo, found 
unlawfully “fishing, or preparing to fish, or 
to have been fishing,” in Dominion waters. 


The law of 1886, which received the royal | 


assent Nov. 26, and has now been pro- 
claimed at Ottawa, applies this penalty 
of confiscation to any fishing vessel that 
“has entered such water for any purpose 
not permitted by treaty or convention or by 
any law of the United Kingdom or of Can- 
ada for the time in force.” 

Now, the effect of this new statute will 
obviously be to allow the infliction of the 
extreme penalty of condemnation and sale 
upon American vessels for comparatively 
trivial offenses, such as have been repeated- 
ly punished during the past year by a fine 
of a few hundred dollars at the utmost, and 
often merely by detention or warning off. 
The circulars issued by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment have declared that the only pur- 
poses for which American fishing vessels 
will’ be allowed to enter Canadian waters, 
in the absence of areciprocity treaty, are 
for the vrocuring of wood, water, shelter, 
and repairs. It is well known that scores 
of them have ventured in for other pur- 
poses or have performed other acts while 
entering for some one of the permitted pur- 
poses. For example, they have bought bait, 
or ice, or coal, or provisions, or fishing 
tackle; they have landed or taken on men; 
they have called at the Post Office for let- 
ters from home, which they expected to find 
directed to villages on the Canadian coast. 
These they supposed to be either unobjec- 
tionable acts or commercial rights directly 
assured to them by the mutual statutes of 
Parliament and Congress, opening recipro- 
cally the ports of the United States and of 
Great Britain and her colonies to all vessels 
of both countries. Canada, however, in- 
sisted and still insists that no privileges 
have ever been granted to fishing vessels 
save the four mentioned in the treaty of 
1818. 


But when these disputable offenses were } 


committed, during the pastyear, Canada, in 
seeking to punish them, found that underher 
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recognized was that of fishing, or preparing 
to fish, in her waters. Henceshe was forced 
to treat them as. offenses against her cus- 
toms laws. But under these latter such 
breaches of regulations could only be pun- 
ished by fines. Hence she hastened so to 
alter her fishery law as to bring within its. 
scope even slight infringements of harbor 
rules, though committed by vessels well. 
known to be engaged only in deep-sea fish- 
ing beyond the limits. Should she, during 
the coming season, proceed to put her new 
act into execution by confiscating American 
schooners for merely calling at a port for 
fresh vegetables or for publicor family news 
—technical offenses hitherto deemed suf- 
“ficiently rebuked by a warning or a fine— 
the bitterness of last year’s quarrel will be 
vastly intensified. 


RASS ATT a SST SS 
CLUB AND JURY ETHICS. 

The circumstances under which Mr. Lv- 
DOLPH A. FULLGRAFF has severed his con- 
nection with the Columbian Club shed a 
vivid side light upon the failure of justice 
in the first trial of McQuapr. The Colum- 
bian Club is apparently not a political buta 
purely social club, and belore the trial of 
McQUADE, FULLGRAFF was one of its orna- 
ments. Sincehe gave testimony at that trial 


| he has apparently been given to understand 


that his room was preferable to his com- 
pany. At any rate, he sent in his resigna- 
tion. Atumultuous debate thereupon arose, 
not upon the propriety of getting Furr- 
GRAFF out of the club, for upon that all the 
members were agreed, but upon the ques- 
tion whether he should be permitted to go 
out or should be put out with every cir- 
cumstance of ignominy that the club could 
confer. 

What is most noticeable in this debate is 
the fact thatit is FuLLGRAFF’s truth tell- 
ing that has got him into trouble with the 
club. An eminent but irascible brewer 
who took part in this debate inquired with 
vehemence whether “aman who swore be- 
fore an investigating committee to one di- 
rect statement and then, to save his own 
miserable self, swore to one directly 
contrary and brazenly admitted that he 
had willfully committed the heinous crime 
of perjury” was ‘“‘to have the privilege of 
resigning from an organization made up of 
honorable gentlemen.” This orator was so 
much disgusted with the failure of the club 
to vindicate its character by expelling Futt- 
GRAFF that he offered his own resignation 
and procured the acceptance of the same, . 

Now, it is not to be doubted that the 
members of the Columbian Club, which is 
not an asylum for feeble-minded persons, 
were just as well aware before FULLGRAFF 
gave his testimony as they were afterward 
that he had committed perjury. They 
knew that he had taken a bribe and sworn 
to a lie to escape the punishment of 
that offense. Bribery and perjury are sup- 
posed to be offenses of the kind which 
render the offender an unclubable person. 
Yet, while FULLGRAFF was known to be 


guilty of these offenses only, he remained a ’ 


Columbian in good and regular standing. 
When he retracted his perjury the indig- 
nation of his fellow-ciubmen waxed hot 
against him, and they found him unfit for 
association. 

An informer is no doubt an unpleasant 
person to have about. But then a bribe 
taker and perjurer is not a social delight 
either to right-minded men. When aman 
has fallen into evil ways, such as taking 
bribes and swearing to lies, the Christian 
religion and secular ethics unite in in- 
culeating upon him as the only way 
of purging himself from his wicked- 
ness, repentance, confession, and restitu- 
tion. FULLGRAFF says that he repented, and 
he is no doubt sorry. He has made what 
there is every reason to believe a full and 
candid confession, and he has said that he 
means to make restitution. The opposing 
Columbians do not accept his pathetic state- 
ment with regard to his confession that he 
‘** done it from remorse,” nor do they appear 
to believe in the sincerity of his repentance, 
nor yet in his project of restitution. In fact, 
the Cofitroller has not yet reported that 
the revenues of the city have been swollen 
by the covering in of FULLGRAFF’S swag. 
Nevertheless, it must be admitted that 
FULLGRAFF has done something to make 
amends for his transgressions. While his 
transgressions were as well known as they 
are now, and while he had done nothing to 
make amends for them, the Columbians 
made no movement toward relieving them- 
selyes of his society. When he confessed 
thathe was what they all knew him to be 
they were for the first time impressed with 
the necessity of driving him out. 

It thus appears that to the average citi- 
zen the offense of “squealing” is of a deeper 
dye than the offensesof bribery and perjury 
combined. The same standard of ethics 
that is thus shown to prevail in the Colum- 
bian Club is that which prevented the 
conviction of McQUADE on his first trial. 
The jurors hated an informer so much worse 
than they hated a bribe taker and per- 
jurer, that they refused to give FULLGRAFF 
the satisfaction of finding MCQUADE guilty 
on his undoubtedly truthful testimony.

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‘GERMANY’S MILITARY BILL. 
‘ITS DISCUSSION ON SECOND READING— 
THE EMPEROR TO THE ARMY. 

BERLIN, Jan. 5.—The commission on the 
Army bill met again to-day and discussed the 
second reading of the measure., Herr Rickert, 
Progressist, moved that the strength of the 
army in time of peace be fixed at 454,404. 
Herr Huene, a member of the Centre Party, 
moved that it be fixed at 468,409, as in the bill, 
but that the term of operation be three years 
instead of seven. Both motions were rejected. 


Herr Korller, Conservative, moved to re- 
store the original draft of the second 
article, to the effect that from April 1 
the infantry shall be composed of 534 
battalions, the cavalry of 465 squadrons 
and the tleld artillery of 364 batteries. The mo- 
tion was rejected by a yote of 16 to 12, and the 
article was then adopted as amended on the first 
reading. The third and fifth articles, repealing 
such provisions of the old military law as are at 
variance with the present bill, and providing for 
the operation of the latter in Bavaria and 
Wurtemburg, were passed without alteration. 
Herr Huene ee an amendment to Article 
TV. exempting theological students from mili- 
tary service. The amendment was rejected. 
Finally the committee reaftirmed the resolutions 
by avote of 14to 12. The report on the bill will 
be prepared on Friday. The debate on Herr 
Huene’s motions disclosed the fact that the 
Centre is divided, Herren Ballestrem and 
Frankenstein opposing the clerical members. 
Herr Koeller’s motion was defeated by a com- 
bination of the Centrists and Progressists. 

Emperor William, in i, Soo the congratula- 
tions of the Russian Kaluga ment, of which 
he is honorary Colonel, sent the following tele- 
gram: “I was not disappointed in my expecta- 
tion that my faithful Kaluga regiment would re- 
member the eightieth anniversary of my entry 
into the army.

The Officral Gazette ae the following let- 
ter from Emperor William to Crown Prince 
Frederick William: “ The army knows how near 
it has always been tomy heart. It will under- 
‘stand what feelings stir me at the thoughts of 
my having belonged to it for full 80 years, and 
of the changes the army has undergone with me 
during that period. Atthe time of my entering 
the army it lay beaten back to the furthest con- 
fines of the kingdom after the severest blow 
Prussia ever sustained. But the soldierly spirit 
which my glorious forefathers implanted 
in it remained unbroken, and soon put 
forth new shoots. This was proved in those 
wars of liberation—the noblest remembrances of 
my youth. This spirit the army preserved 
through the honest labors of a long period of 
peace, and its glorious deeds in recent times 
show that the same spirit has been upheld in 
full strength and has thriven still more. I 
have seen many changes in the outward 
form of the army;. generations have passed 
through under my eyes. But my in- 
most heart and feelings the army has not 
changed. The placing of the sense of honor and 
duty before allelse, the readiness to lay down 
life for these, is the tie which binds all the Ger- 
man race closely together and now unites grand- 
sons and great-grandsons as firmly as it did their 
forefathers. It greatly rejoices me to be permit- 
ted to speak thus to the army, and to be able to 
say that during these 80 years we have assured- 
ly belonged to. one another. Fully and unre- 
servedly [ thank the army for its loyalty and de- 
votionto duty. Until my last breath these feel- 
ings of love and gratitude will remain the most 
vivid feelings of my heart.” 


SUFFERING IN TEXAS. 


LIST OF PEOPLE WHOM THE DROUGHT 
HAS LEFT DESTITUTE. 

Fort WortH, Texas, Jan. 5.—The follow- 
ing estimate of the number of sufferers from the 
drought in Texas by counties has been carefully 
made by the Fort Worth Gazette. In speaking of 
the situation the Gazette to-day says: “The 
State of Texas and.its people should face the 
truth in this matter regardless of the natural 


resentment at mischievous exaggerations. There 
is privation and want in certain counties 
that demand immediate relief, and the truth 
‘concerning it should be told in the in- 
terest of suffering humanity. The truth 
will not only result in giving bread to those who 
need it, but it will extract the mischief from ex- 
aggeration. But for the wholesale falsehood 
that people in Texas weré suffering by the hun- 
dreds of thousands those who were actuated by 
Selfish interests wouid not have been able to cre- 
ate the impression that no suffering at all ex- 
isted. There is suffering which imperatively 
calls for immediate aid, but itis limited to cer- 
tain counties, and in these counties was due to 
special conditions.” 

A. E. Hendry, County Judge of Palo Pinto 
County and formerly member of the Legislature 
from Cherokee County, was in Fort Worth yes- 
terday on his way to Austin in behalf of the suf- 
ferers. Judge Hendry admitted that he, with 
very many others, did not credit the first reports 
of the suffering in his own county, but when he 
took his place as County Judge the truth came 
to him in a way that left no doubt, and he 
was astonished at the details of a want 
whose very existence he at first dGoubt- 
ed. Judge Hendry was a participant in 
the Albany convention. The statement from 
each county were submitted by County Judges 
and Commissioners, as the Albany convention 
would entertain none but official reports. The 
best information as yet attainable by the Gazette 
puts the number of destitute families as follows: 
Callahan County, 50; Parker, 100; Taylor, 
200; Palo Pinto, 250; Coleman, 150; 
Jack, 300; Stephens, 350; Runnels, 200; 
Jones, 225; Shackelford, 150; Haskell, 
30; Young, 150; Brown, 
500; Comanche, 500; Nolan, 50; Fisher, 100; 
Erath, 150; Morlen, 10; Hardeman, 150. From 
several counties no.figures have yet been ob- 
tained. In the estimate given above the figures 
are in every county smaller than the number re- 
= by the County Judge Convention at Al- 
pany. so there is no room for shrinking. The G@a- 
cette laments the injury done the State by the 
greatly exaggerated reports and appeals to the 
people of the State and the State Legislature to 
provide the necessary aid at once. 

In concluding its appeal the Gazetie says: 
“Strong men who would go away to other local- 
ities in search of work dread to leave wives and 
babies in their homes without bread. Men who 
have homes paid for grow desperate, and con- 
sider whether they shall carry their helpless 
families to the county site and leave 
them as paupers to be cared for while 
they seek work and money and _ bread 
wherever among other communities it 
May be found. All these counties are not 
a in the same degree and tothe same 
extent, but thereis general need, and in some 
privation so intense that without aid, without 
some recognition of common humanity, there 
may go out tothe world astory of more bitter 
shame and greater hurt to the State than any 
which has occurred in the past. 


MME. PATTI’S TOUR. 


HER APPEARANCE IN MEXICO-—A BRA- 
ZILIAN SEASON.

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RUMORS THAT THE FRENCH COMPANY 
3 HAS WITHDRAWN. 

A dispatch from Halifax, Nova Scotia, wag 
received in this city yesterday to the effect that 
Frank Fisher, Vice-Consul of France at Sydney, 
Cape Breton, and Superintendent of the French 
Atlantic Telegraph Company there, arrived yes- 
terday at Halifax en route for New-York. His 
business was said to be connected with the with- 
drawalof the company he represents from the 
cable pool. Superintendent J. ames Brown, of 
the Frenen Atlantic Cabie Company, at No. 43 
Broadway, said yesterday that he had heara 
nothing official as to the withdrawal of his com- 
pany from the cable pool. Various rumors of 
such an action had reached his ears in Wall- 
street, but nothing of a more definite character. 

“The announcement that the French Atlantic 
Cable Company has decided to withdraw from 
the cable pool contains no element of snrprise,’”* 
said Mr. George G. Ward, Secretary of the Com- 
mercial (Mackay-Bennett) Cable Company toa 
TIMEs reporter. ‘On the contrary action of a 
decisive natureon the part of that company 
has been looked upon as iikely to happen 
ever since October, when the dissatisfac- 
tion of the stockholders at the failure 
of the cable to pay expenses even resulted in a 
meeting at which two-thirds of the Board of Di- 
rectors were turned out, and a new board elect-

BISHOP POTTERS FUNERAL. 


ALL ARRANGEMENTS COMPLETED FOR 
AN IMPOSING CEREMONY. 

The final arrangements for the funeral 
services of Bishop Potter to-morrow were com- 
pleted yesterdgy under the direction of Albert 
Meurer, sexton of Trinity Chapel. The body has 
been robed in the cassock and chimere, and lies 
upon the bed in the episcopal residence. It will 
be placed in the casket to-day. 

Dr. Morgan Dix gave orders yesterday to all 
the chapels of Trinity Parish as to the emblems 
of mourning with which they shall be draped for 


the next 30 days. The pulpit and lectern of Old 
Trinity are to be dra with black and Bag 
cloth. The casket in which the body will lie will 
be of polished oak, opening the fall length, with 
a raised oak cross on the cover, of its full length, 
the cover beveling up to the cross. The pall 
will be of purple cloth on which will be a purple 
velvet cross edged with silk cord. The cata- 
falque will also be covered with purple cloth 
and will stand in the choir of the chureb. 

The dead Bishop will be robed in his full eccle- 
siastical robes. mr Williams, of Connecti- 
cut, will preside, as he is next in order to Bishop 
Lee, of Delaware, the presiding Bishop of the 
American House of Bishops, who*will be unable 
to attend on account of extreme old age. Bishop 
Williams will be assisted by Bishop Coxe, of 
Western New-York, and Bishop Doane, of Alba- ~ 
ny. and Drs. Dix and Swope will represent the 
clergy. Fully 300 of the clergy will be present, 
for whom the entire nave of the church is to be 
reserved. Bishops Scarborough, Starkey, and 
Bedell have sent word that they would be pres- 
ent, and several other — from near-by 
dioceses are expected. 6 ouly service used 
will be the “‘Order for the Burial of the Dead.” 
The choir will be greatly increased by volunteera, 

The procession wil] enter the church from the 
vestry, proceed down the south aisle, where it 
will be joined by the casket containing the body, 
which will have stood in the tower up toe that 
time. The casket will be borne by six of the 
employes of Trinity Church and will be preceded 
by the Bishops walking two by two. Upon 
reaching tke choir it will be placed upon the 
catafalque with the head toward the altar. The 
mourners will follow close behind it. The casket 
will not be opened in the church.

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EXAMINING THE WRITING 


AN EXPERT’S TESTIMONY IN 
THE PAINE OASE. 
ALLEGED ALTERATIONS IN WARDWELL’S 
POWER OF ATTORNEY AND ORDERS 

OR MONEY SENT HIM. 

Dahiel T. Ames, a professional expert in 
handwriting, and three soiled and crumpled 
documents were the centre of attention in the 
Paine case before Surrogate Rollins yesterday. 
As is always the case when such testimony is 
{ntroduced. the direct examination ran smoothly 
on to a desired conclusion, and was followed by 
asearching cross-examination, merciless in its 
attempts to overwhelm the witness with ad- 
missions damaging to his general ability as an 
expert and destructive to the force of his claims 
in the instance under consideration. On the 
whole, the witness passed through the ordeal 
‘very successfully. He had not claimed too much 
in his preliminary assertions, and through a 
cross-examination which lasted some hours he 
muintained his facts and theories so intelligently 
that his evidence strengthened greatly the Ad- 
ministrators’ case. 

Three documents were submitted to him—the 
power of attorney which Wardwell sent to Ed- 
win Sheldon, Receiver of the Chicago Land Com- 
pany of Chicago, authorizing him to act for 


Paine, to whom that company owed dividends 
amounting to several thousand dollars, and two 
erders directing that those dividends be sent to 
Paine, addressed to Wardwell, one of them call- 
~ for $11,422, the other calling for $3,519: 

he question at issue between the expert and 
ex-Gov. Chamberlain, counsel for Wardwell, 
who conducted the cross-examination, was the 
alleged tampering with these documents. The 
power of attorney was first introduced. It read 


as follows: 

wir NEW-YORK, Sept. 14, 1885. 

Mr. John H. Wardwell, of New-York, my old 
friend, is hereby authorized by-me to look after my 
interests in the estate of my brother, Robett Treat 
Paine, of Brookline, Mass., recently deceased, and to 
take such steps, legal or otherwise. as in his judg- 
ment he may deem best for the proper protection of 
myself and my interests in all matters pertaining to 
the estate of ‘my brother, Robert Treat Paine, and 
the disposal of the copa f his late will and testa- 
ment. and all his acts will be confirmed by me as if 
done by myself, he being appointed hereby my at- 
torney to act in this and all other matters wherein 
my interest are concerned. J. H. PAINE. 

Witness: J. M. PELTON. 

With this document and a large microscopic 
lens at hand, and a smaller one in his pocket in 
reserve, the expert told his story. Hesaid that 
he had devoted several hours the day before to 
examining the power of attorney, and had dis- 
covered that the latter part of the writing, in- 
eluding three and one-half lines, beginning with 
the words “as if done,’’ down to and including 
the final word “ concerned,’ had been written 
Bubsequently to the writing of the signature. 
The importance of this evidence is Fe fuente 
when it is seen that the alleged added words 
radically change the wers conferred by 
the document upon Wardwell, rendering them 
unlimited instead of limited. No question 
existed as to Wardwell’s having written 
the entire body of the document. The ex- 
pert undertook to prove it, but Wardwell’s 
counsel, to save time, admitted that his client 
Was the writer. The expert, naving made his 
rasertion. proceeded to give his reasons in sup- 
port of it. He called attention to what he 
claimed was, under the microscope, clear evi- 
dence of an erasure between the words “as” and 
“if,” the “s” of the ‘“‘as” and the “i” of the “if” 
being written over the erasure, which also had 
obliterated a portion of the base line. He was 
sure that the last three and one-half lines of the 
body of the document had been written subse- 
quently to the part preceding. ‘ 

Ex-Gov. Chamberlain conceded that this was 
the case, and said that it was so written by ad- 
vice of Ethan Allen. 

“* Will you concede that it was written after 
the signature?” Judge Russell asked. 

“T am hardly going to plead Pex for my 
plient.” Mr. Chamberlain answered, in his most 
sarcastic manner. 

The expert gave it as his opinion that the 
added words were written after the signature, 
and explained that part of the word “interests” 
ran into the “J” of the signature, and that the 
ol ego of the writing at the point of col- 
lision satisfied him of the fact. Care had been 
taken to avoid the signature, and the word “are” 
had been raised above the line of the other writ- 
ang tee that purpose. 

e had discovered that three different kinds 
of ink had been used in the document. The sig- 
nature was in one kind, and the body, inciuding 
the added lines, was in another kind, while a 
third kind of ink had been employed in writing 
In two words in the added lines. These. words 
were “he” and “all,” the latter word, which be- 
gan the penultimate line of the document, being 
represented by a “double 1,” there not having 
been room to write the word in full between the 
edge of the paper and the word ‘‘other” which fol- 
lowed. These two words, the expert said, had been 
hg ap written in a much lighter ink than the 

of the document, and had been darkened 
by touching them up withadarker ink. The 
document bore the signature of J. M. Peiton as 
witness, and Mr. Ames was certain that the 
word “ Witness” had been written after the sig- 
nature had been made. They were beyonda 
doubt written in different kinds of ink. 

Several minor points of alleged proof that the 
document had been tampered with were men- 
tioned, and the witness took up the other ex- 
hibits. These consisted of two orders signed by 
Paine on the Chicago Land Company fer the 
sums already mentioned, and the alteration 
charged consisted of writing the following words 
at the end of the order: 


“Send to me, addressed toJ. H. Wardwell, 19 W. 
14th-street.” 

On the strength of these alleged fraudulently 
altered documents, the Administrators charge, 
Wardwell first provided himself with general 
power to act for Paine, and with it later secured 
the transmission to his address of the $14,941 
which the Chicago Land Company owed Paine. 

Ex-Gov. Chamberlain’s attack upon the value 
of the expert’s testimony was very vigorous. 
When the expert denied that he always gave an 
opinion in favor of the side which employed him 
and claimed that he had on many occasions de- 
clined to agree with the opinions set forth b 
those who employed him, he was asked to speci- 
Ty the cases,and when he found himself unable to 
call more than five of them to mind, counsel for 
the claimant seemed to be well pleased. Among 
those with whom he had disagreed were Judge 
Birdsall in a case of alleged forgery; Judge Ful- 
lerton ina similar case, and the Northampton 
Bank robbers. 

“‘Would you hang a man on your testimony?” 
Mr. Chamberlain asked in one of his warmest 
jyooments. 

“Td lock him up on it,” the witness answered. 

**Would you hang a cat on it ?” 

“6 Yes.” 

“A good cat.” 

“Yes, a good cat.” 

Surrogate Rollins put a test to the witness. He 
handed to him a piece of paper on which he had 
written his signature twice, one transversely 
across the other, and asked him which had been 
written first. The expert took the writing to a 
window, examined it carefully, and rendered his 
decision. Every one in court awaited breath- 
lessly the Surrogate’s confirmation or denial of 
the expert’s ability, and all laughed heartily 
‘when he announced that he had purposely ab- 
stained from remembering which. he had written 
first,ashe merely desired to find out the extent 
of the expert’s confidence in himself. 

The cross-examination of Theodore H. Swift 
was conducted earlier in the day, but nothing of 
fleep import was brought out.

THE DIRECTORS WANT TO SELL. 


THE DISPOSITION OF THE ACADEMY OF 
MUSIC UNDER DISCUSSION. 

Hermun R. Le Roy, President; A. J. Mur- 
phy, Secretary; W. B. Dinsmore. John Hoey, 
William P. Douglass, Charles H. Contoit, Clar- 
ence A. Seward, and Edward Brandon, of the 
Board of Directors of the Academy of Music, met 
in the office of the Academy, at Fourteenth-street 
and Irving-place, pursuant to call, at 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. A brief session was held 
with closed doors, at the conclusion of which 
Mr. Dinsmore invited the reporters inside 
and made known the action taken. The 
object of the meeting was to consider 
replies received from stockholders to the circu- 
lar sent out some time ago asking whether they 


were willing to stand a necessary assessment, or 
preferred to have the property leased to re- 
sponsible parties fora term of years. The dis- 
position of the Academy, it may be stated, is 
wholly inthe hands of the Directors, but, as a 
matter of courtesy, they allowed the 60 stock- 
holders an opportunity to express an opinion, 
The number of replies received was a disap- 
pointment, not more than 50 per cent. of the 
stockholders having made known their feelings, 
orally or by letter. The expressions represented 
112 shares and were almost unanimous in favor 
of the proposition to lease. Eleven rental pro- 
posals from managers and two bids for 
urchase outright were received — by the 
oard. The bidders and terms were not 
made public. Mr. Murphy, however, said that 
one of the bids for purchase was $625,000. The 
board discussed the subject and tinally decided 
to issne another circular at once, asking the 
stockholders if they are willing that the prop- 
erty should be sold at auction to the highest 
bidder. Mr. Dinsmore stated that the board had 


practically determined on this disposition of the | 


plant, and would probably carry it into effect at 
no distant day, whether it proved to be the senti- 
ment of the stockholders or not. 

Mr. Murphy said the circular would be sent 
out to-day or to-morrow. No information was 
volunteered as to why the board declined to rent 
the Academy except that none of the offers 
were satisfactory. To those who have given the 
subject thought it seems curious that there was 
nota satisfactory bid among the 11 submitted. 
Not a few persons without any intention of re- 
flecting upon the veracity of the Directors, 
smile significantly when the number of bids re- 
ported to have been received is stated. They 
either entertain grave doubts as to the number 
given out or question the bona fide character of 
them. 

Who are the managers? Where are they? 
These are pertinent questions that fall from 
many lips. Itis a fact that Gustav Amberg, of 
the Thaha Theatre, wrote that he would give 
$50,000 per annum for a five or ten years’ lease. 
Mr. Amberg is ill, but his right-hand man ad- 
mitted last evening the truth of the offer and 
declared it was, for all he knew, the largest pro- 
posal sent in by anybody. Mr. Amberg is ready 
to stand by his bid notwithstanding the cries of 
other managers that the Academy is not worth 
any such sum as he offered. 4 

The rent of the Grand Opera House 1s said to 
be $40,000 or less, and such shrewd managers as 
Abbey and Schoetfel offered less than that for the 
Academy if rumor is correct. The Direct- 
ors would doubtless satisfy a great deal of curi- 
osity by making known the rejected bids. Charles 
N. Schroeder, of the Fifth-Avenue Theatre, said 
that he knew John Stetson’s name was not on the 
list of applicants for the Academy. Stetson has 
gone to Boston on a trip, and is satistied with 
what irons he has in the fire. 

Another topic in connection with the matter 
which gives rise to much speculation is the true 
motive for sudden change of front on the part 
of the Directors. Some time ago they were 
dying to rent the property, and now, with amaz- 
ing celerity, they wheel about and propose to 
auction off the building. It is believed that there 
will be considerable difficulty in getting any- 
thing like an adequate bid. There cer- 
tainly will be if there is truth to the 
rumor of a defect in the title and 
also that the property is heavily plastered with 
mortgages. It is even hinted that certain stock- 
holders intend to form a syndicate and bidin the 
property if it goes up at auction in order to 
place the Academy in the hands of Col. Maple- 
son, who has the first refusal of Verdi’s new 
opera, which is to be produced for the first time 
in Milan next month.

TOBACCO DEALERS’ GRIEVANCES. 

The committee, consisting of Isaac Ro- 
senwald, Gerson Mayer, William Vigelius, Isi- 
dore, Bon, and Casimir Tag, recently appointed 
by the Leaf Tobacco Board of Trade to discuss 
the question of securing a repeal of the internal 
revenue taxes upon tobacco and cigars, handed 
in their report yesterday at a meeting of the 
trade held at No. 178 Pearl-street. They were 
of the opinion that the needs of the Treasury 


should be supplied by a tariff judiciously ar- 
ranged, so that no unnecessary burdens should 
be placed upon commerce and the people. 

“The imposition of the internal revenue,” 
they. said, ‘‘is repugnant to our system of gov- 
ernment and by its very nature odiously op- 
pressive. Created and established as a war 
measure, it has served its purpose, and at this 
time is an exaction more unjust because of its 
uselessness. It serves no other purpose than 
that of increasing the Treasury surplus.” 

The internal revenue was alaw hampering 
business venture and competition, and by its 
illiberal features was inquisitorial and obtrusive. 
Its “illegal espionage system” served as a men- 
ace to free and independent action. Evasion and 
violations of the law, because of the very oppress- 
ive and offensive character of the taxation, 
carried with themno sense of “moral turpi- 
tude.” In fact the abolition of revenue on 
tobacco and cigars would stimulate tobacco 
workers and increasethe consumpiion of the 
article. The committee recommended that five 
gentlemen be appointed to secure legislation on 
the subject, to go to Washington when they 
thought it expedient. Such a committee will be 
appointed. Among those present yesterday 
were E. M. Crawford, C. L. Holt, I’.

' CORRUPTION. , 

The session of the Park Commissioners 
yesterday was a reminder of some of the memor- 
able meetings of the board when recriminations 
were the order of the day. The tempest raised 
by President Coleman, of the Department of 
Taxes and Assessments, by the allegations which 
he made against Messrs. Beekman, Crimmins, 
and Borden, was the cause of the meeting.

After the adjournment of the meeting Commis- 
sioner Powers said that he,fully believed the 
allegations contained in Mr. Coleman’s docu- 
ment.

SUBWAYS FOR THE WIRES 


TWO COMMISSIONERS WHO ARE 
IN AN ANGRY MOOD. 
MESSRS. HESS AND GIBBENS CORRECT 
CERTAIN MISREPRESENTATIONS MADE 

BY INTERESTED PARTIES, 


The Subway Commissioners were angry 
yesterday. An article appeared in one of the 
morning papers contcining an ex parte state- 
ment from Lawyer John R. Dos Passos, repre- 
senting the North American Underground Tele- 
graph and Electric Company, which made defi- 
nite charges against the Commissioners to the 
effect that they had exceeded their powers, and 
that they were creating an irresponsible monop- 
oly. A TIMES reporter met President Hess and 
Commisstoner Gibbens yesterday afternoon, and 
they professed tobe highly indignant over the 
course pursued by the defendants in the applica- 
tion of the commission beforeJudge Van Hoesen 
to require the North American Company to show 
cause why a permanent injunction should not be 
granted restraining them from laying subway 
conduits. They said: 


“The position of affairs is this. The North 
American Company is resorting to any and every 
means to keep clear of an injunction. This com- 
pany has tried to place wires under ground with- 
out the approval of the commission, and now in- 
stead of showing its legal status its representa- 
tives have descended into malicious and ground- 
less attacks oh the Commissioners, and have 
made statements not warranted by the facts. 
The charge that the commission is outside its 
authority in attempting to build conduits may 
be refuted by the most casual inspection of the 
law, which plainly declares that in the event of 
the electrical companies not submitting suitable 
plans to the commission within 60 days from the 
passage of the act it shall be the duty of the 
board to cause to be devised and made ready for 
use such @ general vlan as shall meet the require- 
ment of the act, and to compel all companies to 
use the subway so constructed. And the Attor- 
ney-General has advised us that it is intended by 
this language that the commission shall build 
subways either itself or by contract with a cor- 
poration or private person. 

“The charge that the contract made by the 
board with the company furnishing the money 
to build subways allows that company, 
by fixing extortionate rates and limiting 
the capacity of its conduits, to create 
@ practical monopoly, is absolutély false. 
By the provisions of the contract a refusal on 
the part of the Construction Company to con- 
form its terms, rates, and accommodations to the 
requirements of this commission voids the con- 
tract and forfeits all the interest of the Con- 
struction Company in the conduits of the city of 
New-York. The entire subject of rentals and 
management, as well as construction, is vested 
inthe power and discretion of the commission, 
and should their term expire without provision 
being made by the Legislature for their suc- 
cessors all the powers which they have reverts 
immediately to city officials. 

‘*As to the strictures made by the representa- 
tives of the North American Underground Com- 
pany on the usefulness of the conduit already 
constructed, it is to-day the best in either 
Europe or America, though no danbt many im- 
provements will be hereafter added to methods 
now in use. Ifthe gootl people of New-York will 
continue their confidence and patience a little 
longer we can promise them in a very short time 
500 miles of telephone wire under ground. Fur- 
ther it seems to us that it would be well for the 
North American Company to show a willingness 
to obey the law as it exists or good reason why it 
is exempt from the obedience required of other 
companies or, if it will do neither of them, at 
least to refrain from insulting the intelligence of 
our citizens.” 

There can be no doubt that the injunction suit 
now before Judge Van Hoesen means a bitter 
warfare, and both sides are fighting for nothing 
short of a knock-out. 

Meanwhile citizens have been wondering why 
the Western Unien Telegraph Company has not 
removed the poles from Third-avenue. It prom- 
ised to remove them by Jan. 1, when the com- 
mission gave it permission to string cables in 
the Third-avenue elevated structure, but as yet 
there have been no echoes of falling poles. Com- 
missioner Gibbens said yesterday that he did not 
think the Western Union Company was acting in 
bad faith. Their Subway Superintendent, Brown, 
had beenover day before yesterday” to tellhim 
that there had been delay in getting the cables 
from England, but that probably within a week, 
and certainly by Jan. 15, the poles on Third- 
avenue would all be down. 

As for the Metropolitan Telephone Company, 
which had promised to put its cablesin the 
Sixth-avenue conduit, Mr. Gibbens said that he 
was certain that only insuperable difficulties 
had caused the delay. The Metropolitan iele- 

hone Company had advancéd money for the 

aying of conduits, and to show its willingness 
to enter that conduit it had purchased a ere 
made cable in Brooklyn, which unfortunately 
had proved unsatisfactory before being in- 
serted. The enforced removal of the of- 
fices of the company from Greenwich 
and Liberty streets .to Cortlandt and 
Church streets on the 1st of May, af 
any rate would necessitate the building of sub- 
way conduits for the Metropolitan Telephone 
Company by the 1st of March, as no more wires 


overhead would be permitted. Mr. Gibbens fur-. 


ther added thatthe Baltimore and Ohio Tele- 
graph Company had been in consultation with 
the engineers and had guaranteed that if cén- 
duits were laid along itsroutes in this ap it 
would remove every one of its poles in the city. 
The electric light companies showed a willing- 
ness also togive valuable information to En- 
gineer Kearney, and he would doubtless have 
his report of 80 miles of routes ready at the ap- 
pointed time on Feb. 7.

ADDRESS TO MR. MORRISON. 


HE IS URGED TO REPEAT HIS MOTION TO 
CONSIDER TARIFF REFORM, 

Congressman Morrison has been earnestly 
urged by a numberof gentlemen, prominent as 
advocates of tariff revision, to repeat in the near 
future his motion for the consideration by the 
House of tariffreform. The desirability of hav- 
ing shaped for immediate consideration the 
clauses providing for free lumber and free wool 
was particularly recommended. The following 


isthe text of the address to Mr. Morrison, in 
which these gentlemen united in the expression 
of their views: 


The Hon. William R. Morrison - 

DEAE SIR: While woe note with great regret the 
defeat, by a majority of 5,of your motion for the 
consideration of tariff reform, we recognize in the 
increased closeness of the vote a sign that public 
opinion is gradually but surely necessitating action 
by Congress to relieve the country fromm war tariff 
taxes. Although the concentration of the protec- 
tionist forces in your own district at the last election 
may deprive the Fiftieth Congress of the services of 
a leader whose whole career has been one of persist- 
ent loyalty to revenue reform, the general result of 
the elections. as in Massachusetts, Minnesota, and 
elsewhere, and in the retirement of so large a pro- 
portion of your Democratic a gee has shown an 
unmistakable advance in publ opinion in favor of 
tariff reformn, We therefore respectfully urge upon 
you the early repetition of your motion. 

We would respectfully urge further that in again 
moving for the consideration of revenue reform, you 
cause it to be understood that Mt gady reed will be 
offered fér the division of your bill in Committee of 
thé Whole, and for the consideration of separate 
measures of revenue reform as separate bilis in the 
House. While we hold that much longer steps 
toward greater freedom of trade might be takenjwith 
definite benetitto American industries and to all 
consumers, we should for the present session be con- 
tent with such immediate steps as will by their ré- 
sults give the people opportunity to decide whether 
or not they desire further measures of tariff reform. 

Weurge especially that the clauses gate ne for 
free lumber and for free wool and such measures of 
administrative reform called for by the Secretary of 
the bran as will rectify present abuses without 
increasing duties may be shaped for immediate con- 
sideration the House. The repeal of the duty on 
lumber might not greatly affect’ our manufacturin 
industries, butit would benefit all consuimers anc 
wonld prensa that destruction of our forests on 
which the present tariff puts a premium despite leg- 
islation for forest preservation in a great number of 
the States. The repeal of the duty on wool, as has 
been made clear in the report of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, would, we believe, be the great- 
est possible benefit to both operatives and 
manufacturers in one of our largest indus- 
tries, because a cheaper cost of foreign wools 
would actually increase the demand and possibly 
the price on domestic wools, which cannot be mann- 
factured without admixture of foreign wools, and 
enable manufacturers to pay their hands higher 
wages while lowering the prices of manufactured 
goods, so as to obtain for American industry and 
commerce a good share of the $100,000,- 
Q0O annually paid by other countries to 
England for woolen manufactures. And the 
political effect would be to relieve the 

reat State of Ohio from the political superstition 

hat a tariffon woolisto her interest, which has so 
often held back her people from exercising their 
normal influence on other and greater public ques- 
tions. The repeal of the duty on sugar we regard as 
the least desirable form of tax reduction, the taxes 
on whisky and tobacco excepted, because that is a 
tax not upon production, but upon consumption, on 
which the poor man is not called to pay a bounty to 
manufacturers vastly multiplied beyond the return 
to the Government. 

We further urge upon your consideration the 
course here recommended in order that the present 
political confusion on the tariff question may be 
cleared away. The party which the Administration 
and yourself represent have given the most definite 

lodges in favor of reduction of war taxes. but so 
her that party has not been able to fulfill its pledges. 
If tariff reform and tax reduction are to continue to 
be a principle of that party, and that party is to con- 
tinue to invite the votes of revenue reformers on 
this ground, it should be made plain whether those 
of its members who ally themselves with the advo- 
cates of protection are or are not to be considered rep- 
resentatives of the party. The course we venture to 
suggest would, we submit, make it impossible for 
representatives of the peo le to evade consideration 
of all reform on the plea that the general scheme of 
reform proposed did not suit them.

THE LONGSHORE STRIKE. 

The strike at the Old Dominion piér still 
continues.. The Dock Superintendent says that 
he has men enough to handle the freight. A de- 
tachment of police are on duty atand near the 
dock, and the strikers are not allowed to assem- 
ble on the West-street corners opposite the pier. 
The striking longshoremen say that if the 


trouble is not settled by the end of the week the 
men employed by the other steamer lines to the 
South, with the exception of the Savannah Line, 
will strike. The Savannah Line pays its ’long- 
shoremen the rates paid by the Europeon steam- 
ship lines. 

The Executive Committee of the longshore- 
men yesterday sent a letter to the coal strikers 
tendering their congratulations and urgingthem 
to stick it out. The striking longshoremen said 
that the steamer Seneca left port yesterday with 
part of the cargo that she had brought with her, 
and that longshoremen employed on other docks 
refused to handle any freight that had come by 
the Old Dominion steamers. Two of the strikers 
were said to have gone to Newport News and 
Richmond to urge strikes there against the Old 
Dominion Company. The lighters of the com- 
pany, the strikers say, are all laden, and it is 
chartering lighters from other companies. 

The strikers are going to find out who the 
owners of those lighters are, and will remon- 
strate with them. They charge a police officer 
with trying to find scabs for the company, and 
also the keeper of an Italian saloon at No, 121 
Mulberry-street. Superintendent Hodges, of the 
company, said he was sorry that the men had 
struck, because they were good, industrious 
workers: The strike, however, had been antici- 
pated by the company, and a number of men 
who some time ago had been sent to Newport

DEATH OF CHARLES H. SHERRILL. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Some of the newspapers, in referring to the 
death of Mr. Charles H. Sherrill, of Washington, 
do his memory an injustice. I have known him for 
over a quarter of a century—few, if any, more in- 
timately—and I grieve to see his good name so mis- 
used by those whose opportunities for personal ac- 
quaintance must have been of the slightest... Mr. 
Sherrill for many years filled with signal ability the 
office of adviser and agent of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, and afterward of the Southern, 
in the city of Washington before Congress and the 


departments, a position requiring great industry, 
patience, and fidelity. I can cheerfully testify to 

is unswerving loyalty to the interests placed in 
his charge. He was an honest man, and as careful 
ot the reputation and property of his em- 
ployee as of his own,,and as such has no 
doubt made some enemies, (I should have ad- 
mired him less had it been otherwise.) some of 
them, it seems, whose 111 nature reaches even to the 
edge of the grave. His employment needs no de- 
fense. The Central Pacific Company, by the necessi- 
ties of its task, entered into business relations with 
the Government, by which questions were contin. 
ually arising with the executive, judicial, and legis- 
lative branches, 2nd it was his duty to learn, report, 
and see that the position of the company received no 
damage. This was as necessary a service to the 
company and tothe community and as honorable to 
himself as that of the President who manages its 
finances or the track inspector who seeks to avert 
accidents. He was not a lobbyist, had but one single 
interest to look after, and this he did, under instrac- 
tions, in the most open and honorable manner He 
did not resort to the use of money to influence votes, 
nor seek by other than fair methods to secure fair 

lay and justice for his clients. I am satisfied he 
did not, as thoughtlessly olleged, speculate in the 
stock market, frequent or bet at horse races, 
er play cards for money. though it was his 
personal privilege to do so if so inclined, but he was 
not that kindof man.

THE COAL STRIKERS FIRM. 

Very few of the railroad officials whose 
companies are concerned in the coal handlers’

GEORGE W. LAIRD & CO. MAKE AR 
ASSIGNMENT—OTHER FAILURES, 


George W. Laird and John Cracknell, 
composing the firm of George W. Laird & Co., 
chemists and dealers in patent medicines at Nos. 
44 Park-place and 39 Barclay-street, made an 
assignment yesterday to Ascher Osterman, with- 
out preference. Mr. Laird was the proprietor of 
“Bloom of Youth,” a face preparation which 
formerly had a large sale. He has been long and 
favorably known in the business. He was of the 
firm of Kidder & Laird from April, 1877, to May, 


1884, and it was said that he received $25,000 
cash for his interest in that firm when they dis- 
solved. In the Fall of 1884 he formed the firm 
of G, W. Laird & Co., to put upon the 
market a patent preparation or substitute 
for cod-liver oil, called “ Oleo-chyle,” Mr. 
Laird furnishing the capital, and a large 
amount of money it is said was spent in intro- 
ducing and pushing it. Hekeptthe “Bloom of 
Youth” as a separate business. The assignment 
was a surprise in trade circles, as itrwas sup. 
— Mr. Laird was worth at least $50,000 and 
ad very little liabilities, always paying ve 
weil. He had property at Shady Side, N. 7, 
which cost $40,000. The first intimation of any 
trouble was the appearance’ of Deputy Sheriff 
Kaufman yesterday morning, who took charge 
of the premises on execution of a judgment for 
$1,936 in favor of W. H. Ottman, and late in the 
afternoon the firm made an assignment.
